Maurice Hrycyk, 33° and his planning 
committee. We all look forward to the session in Thunder Bay. 

Future Sessions 

The Valley of Winnipeg is the host for the Annual Session in September 2012. The 
committees are formed and are working well ahead of schedule. The Chairman is III. 
Bro. David Holt, 33° and the location is the Fairmont Winnipeg. The committee will be 
making a presentation in Thunder Bay 2011.

2013 Annual Session on Cruise Ship - Proposal/Presentation 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

In 2009, our Sovereign Grand Commander established an Ad-hoc Committee under the 
chairmanship of III. Bro. Robert Taylor, 33° to generally review the Annual Sessions of 
Supreme Council giving particular attention to the following concerns expressed by 
many attendees: 

> General format of the session 

> Relevance of the session to attendees & their spouses/companions 

> Location for sessions 

> Cost of the sessions for attendees 

> Cost of the sessions to Supreme Council 

> Declining number of attendees at recent sessions 

In Summary 

Since the establishment of the Committee, a good deal of analysis, thought and 
consideration has gone into this endeavour and reports have been issued to Supreme 
Council on a periodic basis. However, due to the complexity of holding such a large 
session (400 to 600 attendees) no definitive or concrete changes have been 
recommended save a few minor changes to format. Having said the foregoing, a 
suggestion was made that consideration be given to holding an annual session of 
Supreme Council aboard a cruise ship. 
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Members of the Committee took the suggestion under advisement and met with 
representatives of the Ancaster/Dundas Cruise Ship Center (travel consultants) on 
several occasions. 

Purpose of Our Meeting 

The purpose of meeting with representatives of the cruise line and the travel consultants was 
to ascertain the feasibility of holding a Session of Supreme Council aboard a cruise ship. 

We did not go into all the amenities offered by the various lines, up-grades, appropriate 
line to select or the appropriate ship to select. We merely looked at one of the current 
itineraries and tried to ascertain whether something of this nature would enable us to 
use this venue in the future. 

We were assured that any cruise situation could accommodate: 

1. A September sailing date. 

2. Accommodations that would be similar to our requirements i.e. room for the 
Conferral of the 33°, private banquet rooms, the Foundation Luncheon, rooms for 
our guests, ladies hospitality room and a program for the ladies and for our church 
service - although, the venue may change somewhat. 

3. All meals selected would be to the individual’s preference and not necessarily 
banquet style arrangements. 

4. The travel agency, in concert with the cruise line selected, would provide all 
promotional material etc., attend to the registration and provide most of the 
bookkeeping and record keeping. 

5. Depending on the number of attendees, we would receive a number of 
complementary rooms, which could be used for our guests. 

6. Flight costs to the departure destination could be made through the travel agency 
mentioned and the cruise line, and our members would receive preferential airfares. 

7. Should “Out-of-Country” insurance be required for time in foreign waters, the travel 
agency would attend to this at the time of registration. 

8. We were advised that ships host a full medical team and facilities on board in the 
event of an illness. 

9. In addition, depending on the number of attendees and the fact that Supreme 
Council is associated with a registered charity i.e. the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation and based on the number of room nights, the travel agency and the 
cruise line would make a direct donation to the Foundation in the range of 
$25,000.00 to $30,000.00. 
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The Apparent Financial Benefit for Actives & Past Actives 
Cost for Actives, Past Actives & spouse or companion: 

$ 3 , 000.00 (2 x $1,500.00) estimated cost for 7 full days vs. 5 or 6 days currently 

Cost for Actives, Past Actives & spouses or companions currently 

$900.00 - registration 2 x $ 450.00 
1,500.00 - hotel accommodation say 6 x $ 250.00 
150.00 - cost of attending Saturday valley function 

500.00 - incidental costs of meals, breakfasts etc. not included in the registration 

$ 3 , 050.00 

Note: naturally, this amount would be offset by a portion of the Supreme Council 
allowance received applicable to hotel accommodation. 

Travel costs to and from the departure point would be the attendees’ cost as 
currently is the case. 

Cost for Honorary Inspectors-Generals, Candidates & spouse or companion: 

$ 3 , 000.00 (2 x $1,500.00) estimated cost for 7 full days vs. 3 or 4 days currently 

$600.00 - registration 2 x $ 300.00 
1,000.00 - hotel accommodation say 4 x $ 250.00 
150.00 - cost of attending Saturday valley function 

500.00 - incidental costs of meals, breakfasts etc. not included in the registration 

$ 2 , 250.00 

Note: again, travel costs to and from the departure point would be the attendees’ cost 
as currently is the case. 

An itinerary suggested by the travel agency would approximate the following: 

Day 1 - attendees would fly to New York, where they would be met by the cruise 

representatives and bused directly to the awaiting ship for the seven 7 day 
cruise 

Day 2 - cruising the Atlantic Ocean

In Summary 

The Apparent Benefits 

If this venue were selected, it would be contemporary, in that no other Masonic body 
has adopted this venue for their Annual Session, as cruising is evidently popular and 
cost effective to the traveler. 

Hopefully, a new venue would attract more of our membership to attend the Annual 
Session over a more relaxed and extended period. 

Note: consideration could be given to expand the attendees to include all Scottish Rite 
Members and their spouses/companions, albeit those members would be 
precluded from certain sessions and the Conferral of the 33°. 

It would appear that the attendee receives “more bang for his buck” - especially the 
Honorary Inspectors-Generals. 

The effort to organize the Annual Session would be significantly reduced as the cruise 
line and the travel agency would handle the detail. 

Potential costs to Supreme Council would be reduced and quantified. 

Our Foundation would be the beneficiary of a fairly large contribution. 


Apparent Downside To This Arrangement 

The session would be expanded to a full seven (7) days, which might prove difficult for 
some attendees. 

There is an overall additional cost to candidates and Honorary Inspectors-General, 
however, they are receiving a full seven (7) days as opposed to three or four days. 

In the year of a cruise, Supreme Council would eliminate the “local valley" participation, 
which has proved beneficial to the respective valleys. 

No doubt, an Ad-hoc Committee in the Hamilton area would be recruited to attend to the 
detail and arrangements.

Grand Treasurer-General’s Report 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am once again pleased to present the Annual Financial Statements and the Auditor’s 
report for the year ended May 31, 2011, which will be published in the Annual 
Proceedings of this Session and draft copies of these financial statements, which were 
subsequently approved following a meeting with our auditors can be found in the 
“Preliminary Proceedings.” The Financial Statements constitute both a general and 
detailed report of all revenues and expenses during the year pursuant to Art. 28 (c) of 
the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council. 

The audited financial statements for Supreme Council for the year ended May 31, 2011, 
were reviewed and discussed in detail with our auditors Grant Thornton LLP, Chartered 
Accountants. For the year ended May 31,2011, your Supreme Council experienced an 
excess of revenue over expenses before unrealized gain (loss) on investments in 
the amount of $ 41,064 as compared to an excess of revenue over expenses in the 
amount of $ 79,260 for fiscal 2010. 
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The statements of operations and the related schedules of expenses, which can be 
found in the “Preliminary Proceedings" present the results of operations for the year 
ended May 31, 2011 together with the comparative figures for the year ended May 31, 
2010 . 

The overall operations of Supreme Council compared extremely favourable to the 
budget adopted last year for fiscal 2011 (i.e. June 1,2010 to May 31,2011) whereby we 
budgeted for an excess of revenue over expenses before any adjustment for unrealized 
gains (loss) on investments in the amount of $ 41,000 and the actual as indicated above 
amounted to $ 41,064. 

The “swings" in Annual Session Costs (2011 expense of $ 33,849 vs. 2010 income of 
$ 2,928) continue to distort comparisons from year to year, despite the efforts of the 
Office of the Grand Secretary-General, the Grand Secretary-General and your Grand 
Treasurer-General to work with the various organizing committees. 

Overall revenues and expenses compared favourably to budget save the Annual 
Session cost. 

Financial Instruments 


As indicated in the notes to the financial statements, effective June 1, 2008, the 
organization adopted the accounting and disclosure requirements of the CICA’s two 
new accounting standards, Section 3862, Financial Instruments Disclosures, and 
Section 3863, Financial Instruments - Presentation. 

Effective June 1, 2008, the organization also adopted the CICA’s new accounting 
standard, Section 1535, Capital Disclosures, which requires the disclosure of both 
quantitative and qualitative information that enables the users of financial statements to 
evaluate the entity’s objectives, policies and processes for managing capital. 

The new standard did not have a material effect on the financial statements. 

As a result of the foregoing policy, it was necessary to provide for an unrealized gain on 
investments in the amount of $ 30,668, which resulted in an overall excess of revenue 
over expenses of $ 71,732 (i.e. $ 41,064 + $ 30,668). 

Investments 


Our investment portfolios continue to be in the care of R. B. C. Dominion Securities and 
continue to perform relatively well despite the recent market volatility experienced over 
the past year as a result of European and American debt concerns and the recovery 
process of the American economy. I would recommend that they continue to be 
engaged for the ensuing year. The net value of the assets of the Supreme Council as 
at May 31,2011 consisting of cash on deposit and cash equivalents, investments at fair 
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value together with amounts receivable, inventory and prepaid items, less liabilities for 
accounts payable and fees paid in advance totaled $ 1,703,454, as compared to 
$ 1,631,722 as at May 31,2010. 

Our investment income aggregated $ 68,566 for the year ended May 31, 2011 as 
compared to $ 49,476 in the prior year. The net gain on the disposal of investments 
during the year amounted to $ 13,434 as compared to net realized gains on the sale of 
investments in the prior year of $ 26,264. Your Trustees and investment advisors 
continue to work within the guidelines of the Supreme Council Investment Policy, 
whereby the portfolios are generally managed within a maximum of 70%/30% split of 
fixed income to equity investments. The details of the investment portfolios can be 
found in the Audited Financial Statements and in the Report of the Trustees. 

Note: Giving consideration to cash requirements during the past fiscal year, it was 
necessary to transfer from the General Investment Portfolio amounts aggregating 
$ 30,000 to fund operations. 

In accordance with Art. 28 (d) of the Statutes and Regulations, your Grand Treasurer- 
General has submitted a draft annual budget plan for the ensuing fiscal year i.e. June 1, 
2011 to May 31, 2012, together with a five-year projection. These proposed budgets 
have been submitted to the Chairman of Audit and Finance and his committee for 
review and will be addressed in detail in due course and submitted for your approval. 

Actions During The Year 

In addition to the duties and responsibilities of the Grand Treasurer-General as outlined 
in the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your Grand Treasurer-General, 
Grand Secretary-General and Chief Operating Officer are in regular communication 
throughout the year with our representative at R.B.C. Dominion Securities to review the 
investment portfolio and its performance. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General and the Chief Operating 
Officer have met on a regular basis to review various matters in connection with the 
financial affairs of Supreme Council. As indicated above, we have also met with our 
Auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants to review their report and the year- 
end audited financial statements. A special thanks to our auditors Grant Thornton, 
Chartered Accountants, LLP for their overall assistance and interest during the year. 

Session Bookkeeping and Accounting 

On a trial basis, all bookkeeping and accounting relating to the holding of the Hamilton 
Session of Supreme Council was done in the office of the Grand Secretary-General in 
Hamilton. This decision to do so proved most effective and provided the results on a 
more timely basis. As a result, the Advisory Council at the recommendation of the 
Grand Treasurer-General has agreed to continue in this manner for all future sessions. 
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Special Candidates Fund 


Once again, I am pleased to report that as a result of your confirmation to establish a 
Candidates’ Capital Fund, this new fund, as outlined in the audited financial statements 
received the initial seed money of $15,000 together with the contributions from the 
candidates and investment income over the past few years. The investment portfolio for 
this fund at fair value now aggregates $ 83,771 plus cash equivalents of $ 380 for a total 
of $84,151. 

This fund will increase with the contributions from this year’s class by approximately 
$ 5,700. From here on in, the joining fee as outlined in the Statutes and Regulations of 
Supreme Council of every new Honorary Inspector-General will include an amount of 
$150 or such amount as determined by Supreme Council from time to time. This 
amount will be invested in this Special Candidates’ Capital Fund. 

Again, It is suggested that when the fund becomes a meaningful amount, annually 
Supreme Council would withdraw say eighty-five (85%) percent of the income earned 
by the fund to assist with the financial operations of Supreme Council. The capital 
would remain in tact. Accordingly, each year the fund will increase by the fifteen (15%) 
percent of the investment income retained in the fund, as well as the contributions made 
by the fees paid by the new Honorary Inspector-Generals. 

This recommendation, now implemented will provide an annual renewable source of 
capital in the future. 

2010 World Conference (Contingency) 

As indicated in note # 7 of the audited financial statements, our Supreme Council 
sponsored/hosted the 2010 Conference of Sovereign Grand Commanders of the 
various Supreme Councils throughout the world. This conference, which was held in 
Toronto in May 2010, was designed to be self-sustaining financially. However, it was 
projected that there would be a deficit ranging from $ Nil to $ 20,000 which our Supreme 
Council will be required to fund. 

During the 2011 fiscal year an expense associated with the Conference in the amount 
of $ 11,826 was paid and expensed accordingly. 

There is insufficient evidence to determine a reasonable estimate of the deficit 
remaining; therefore no provision for the liability has been recorded in the financial 
statements for the year ended May 31, 2011. I understand that there will be one 
additional cost relating to the Conference, which is to produce a copy of the 
Proceedings. The deficit i.e. the related cost will be recorded in the 2012 financial 
statements. It is projected that there will be further expense ranging from $ 5,000 to 
$ 10 , 000 . 
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Recommendations 


Membership 

As Grand Treasurer-General, I believe that it is incumbent upon me to again bring the 
following information and recommendation to the Supreme Council. 

In common with many fraternal organizations, declining membership and the associated 
loss of per-capita revenue as a result thereof, continue to plague our Supreme Council. 

The declining membership ultimately necessitates increased per-capita assessments to 
meet ever-increasing costs, which in turn transfers the financial burden to the 
constituent bodies, which are experiencing the declining membership and the related 
financial hardships. 

The result is that we are in a continual downward spiral. 

Accordingly, as your Grand Treasurer-General, I would once again suggest that our 
Supreme Council give serious consideration to embarking on a cross-Canada 
membership drive, carefully orchestrated to raise membership awareness and to 
establish new membership goals for each Valley. Naturally, such a program would 
require a dedicated team to design, implement and monitor the progress of the 
endeavour. This would no doubt necessitate the creation of new pamphlets and related 
membership material outlining Scottish Rite Masonry and the inherent value of 
membership in this time honoured fraternity. 

Shared Operating Costs 

In light of recent changes in the operations of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation, in 
that the Foundation no longer attends to the bookkeeping and accounting of the various 
learning centres and the related costs in connection therewith, I would suggest the 
Office of the Grand Secretary-General, the Grand Treasurer-General and 
representatives of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation meet to the review and 
resolve an equitable cost sharing formula between Supreme Council and the 
Foundation. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General lauds the efforts of the Office of the Grand Secretary- 
General and in particular III. Bro. T. McLean, 33°, who gathered the various entities, 
who meet in the Scottish Rite Building in Hamilton to discuss and establish a variety of 
cost sharing measures to bring economic savings to all concerns. I understand that this 
will be an ongoing process in the future. 
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Conclusion 


In closing, I would once again wish to record a word of appreciation to all the Supreme 
Council staff for their loyal support throughout the year. And to all the Supreme Council 
brethren who have conscientiously applied fiduciary accountability in helping Supreme 
Council keep expenditures to budget. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General acknowledges the work and efforts of III. Bro. James 
Seckington, 32° former Chief Operating Officer and Ms. Janey Smith, of the Office of the 
Grand Secretary-General.

James Seckington, 32°, 
Chief Operating Officer and the office staff at Supreme Council for all their assistance 
during the past year to the Grand Treasurer-General.

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Schedule 1 


ART. 74.—(a) Except as provided in subsection (c) of this Article, every applicant for the degrees of 
this Rite, or for affiliation, must be a Master Mason and a member in good standing of a Craft Lodge in 
this jurisdiction and whose permanent residence, or whose principal residence, is located within this 
jurisdiction at the time of application for membership in the constituent body of this Rite. Such 
permanent or principal residence shall be the place where the applicant has, by his past history, made a 
place of permanence in the community of Canada. (2000) 

(b) No person may receive degrees, or be affiliated, in any body of the Rite unless he is a 
member in all the other bodies appropriate to the degrees he has received. 

(c) A Master Mason who is a member in good standing of a constituent body of the Rite under the 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Council of the Southern Jurisdiction or of the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction 
of the United States of America, and who is a Master Mason in good standing in a Craft Lodge situated 
within the area of the territorial jurisdiction covered by one of those Supreme Councils, may apply for 
affiliation in a constituent body within the jurisdiction of this Supreme Council corresponding to the 
degree he holds in such other constituent body. Such affiliation will not permit further degree 
progression in a Canadian Valley. Such application shall require the approval of the appropriate Deputy 
of this Supreme Council and of the Sovereign Grand Commander of this Supreme Council, under such 
terms and conditions as the latter may prescribe. The said terms and conditions shall at least be a 
requirement for the affiliated member to produce to the Grand Secretary or Registrar of the constituent 
body where he has affiliated, on or before December 31 in each year, evidence of his continued Craft 
and Scottish Rite membership in the U.S.A. (2000) 

(d) In the event a member who has affiliated from the Southern or Northern Masonic Jurisdictions 
of the United States becomes a permanent resident of Canada, he must become a member and maintain 
such a membership in a Canadian Craft Lodge if he wishes to receive further degrees in the Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. (1994) 

(c) An applicant to a constituent body or bodies for affiliation who has had his permanent or 

nrincinal residence within Canada for six months next proceeding the date of making application, and 

who is a Master Mason and a member in good standing in a Craft Lodge in this jurisdiction, and who 

has received degrees in a constituent body of the Scottish Rite owing allegiance to a Supreme Council 

recognized at the date of his application as being in amity with this Supreme Council, may apply for 

affiliation in a constituent body within the jurisdiction of this Supreme Council corresponding to the 

highest degree he holds in such other constituent body. 
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Schedule 2 


ART. 12.— (a)Effective with the entitlement calculation for the year 2004 for election at the 
Supreme Council Session of 2004, to be coroneted at the Session of 2005, each province or 
territory shall be entitled to the number of Honorary Inspectors-General equal to three percent of 
the number of Grand Elect, Perfect and Sublime Masons who are members of the Lodges of 
Perfection within the province or territory as of the end of any fiscal year, without regard to the 
lodges of which they are members, based on the Lodge of Perfection membership numbers as 
reported to the office of the Grand Secretary-General as of the 31 st day of May, two fiscal year- 
ends prior to the election referred to in ART. 10. Where the percentage calculation results in a 
fraction, the entitlement must not be rounded upward. 

If the Deputy feels it is necessary to nominate more than three percent and up to three and one 
half percent, the Deputy will submit to the Sovereign Grand Commander a proposal for approval 
stating the reasons and how the increased number over the three percent will benefit the province 
or territory. (2005) 

If the foregoing does not produce the ability to nominate anyone in a Province for that particular 

year, then the Deputy or Deputies for that Province may submit in writing to the Sovereign 

Grand Commander a request for approval to nominate one Honorary Inspector-General in excess 

of the calculations for that Province referred to above. 

(b) The calculation for entitlement for such election shall be based on the number of existing 
Honorary Inspectors-General as of January 31 st prior to the election referred to in ART. 10., plus 
current Honorary Inspectors-General-Elect to be coroneted at the next following Supreme 
Council Session. 

(c) An existing Honorary Inspector-General, regardless of when he received his Honorary 
Inspector-General Degree, who is 75 years of age or more, at midnight of the day prior to the 
closing of the next following Supreme Council Annual Session, shall NOT be reckoned in 
computing the number of Honorary Inspectors-General to which any province or territory shall 
be entitled for election at the next following Supreme Council Session. (1999)

Report of the Committee On 

RITUAL 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 

The committee has been busy reviewing several rituals, answering questions pertaining 
to proper procedure, and generally assisting the Brethren with additional information to 
help explain material within the rituals. 

Several changes have been made to 3 degree rituals. The 21°, Prussian Knight, has a 
misspelling of the German. The correct term is Freischoffen, not 2 words. Freischoffen, 
or free ministers and judges, presided over a court that was styled a free court or 
tribunal. Another misspelling was also corrected. The motto of the degree is “Fiat 
Justitia, Ruat Coelum”, not Caelum. 

The 32° ritual has been reviewed very carefully. Much that had been removed to 
streamline the degree has been put back into place. Thanks to III. Bro. Phaneuf, 33° as 
he provided an excellent reference as to the proper transliteration from the Hebrew of 2 
words used in the degree. Pa’al Kol and Parash Kol are the correct transliterations. 
The watch words, march, etc. were reinstated since the degree is styled a military 
degree. Without them, the degree lost some of its military flavor. 

The 14° was also reviewed. A few minor errors have been corrected. The main change 
is a shortening of the obligation. Several comments had been received requesting a 
look at the length and the redundancies and repetition within the obligation. Since the 
degrees are to be instructive to the candidates, it was felt that by the time the 
representative candidate finished repeating the obligation he probably was far from 
enlightened! 

In response to several requests for an approved ritual for Joint Installations, the 
committee has reviewed 2 that have been in use. The Valley of Halifax and the Valley 
of Calgary have both had rituals that had been used by dispensation. The committee 
reviewed these as well as some other resources and has combined these resources 
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into one ritual for Joint Installations. The committee wishes to thank the Valley of 
Halifax and the Valley of Calgary for the use of their materials. 


Appreciation 

The chair wishes to thank all the members of the committee for their time and effort in 
reviewing the 14° and 32° rituals. Their comments have been most helpful. In addition, 
the preliminary reports on joint installations have also taken a lot of time. On behalf of 
the Committee, I express my sincere thanks to all the members of the Office of the 
Grand Secretary-General, as well as, the Grand Secretary-General, for their support 
and assistance.

Report of the Committee On 

THE GENERAL STATE OF THE RITE 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Introduction 


In compliance with Article 40(d) of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, 
your committee is pleased to submit this annual report which contains matters 
pertaining to the State of the Rite throughout this jurisdiction. 

The source materials contained in this report were gathered from the summons and 
newsletters received from the Grand Secretaries/Registrars from the Valleys in Canada 
and from the reports of the Deputies received at year-end. 

Our thanks are extended to the Lodge Secretaries /Registrars for their assistance and 
from reading the lodge notices and newsletters we received. 
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Across Canada 


Inter-provincial meetings were held within a number of Valleys in Western Canada this 
year. The members attending were able to exchange ideas, discuss mutual problems, 
set goals and institute plans for attaining these goals. They are to be congratulated on 
these new objectives for looking to the future for Scottish Rite Masonry in those Valleys 
participating in these meetings. In Ontario the Active members and Past Active 
members of Supreme Council meet as per the Statutes and Regulations in July of each 
year to discuss nominations for the province of Ontario for Honorary Inspector General. 

A telephone conference was held in the past year between the Sovereign Grand 
Commander, Lieutenant Grand Commander, Deputies, Grand Secretary-General, and 
the Grand Treasurer. This method has proved beneficial to all concerned as items of 
mutual interest and concerns were discussed. The Advisory Council also held a 
conference call with its members. 

Some Valleys have interchanged visits not only in Canada but with our American 
brethren. We congratulate them and hope for the continuation of this effort in 
cementing Scottish Rite friendships. 

In Ontario the Grand Lodge of Canada in The Province of Ontario has granted once 
again permission for all craft lodges to use up to 20 percent of the changing portion of 
the notice to advertise other Masonic activities. We congratulate the number of craft 
lodges who are publishing important dates in their notices of these meetings and 
functions from other members of the Masonic family. 

Valleys in Ontario should make use of this not only to inform their members but to sow a 
seed of interest in all the members of the craft. It is interesting to learn what activities 
the Concordant bodies are having, and to support them if possible. We are one 
Masonic family and we must support each other in our activities. We suggest that other 
provinces should be asked if this is permissible and if it is, then use this space to 
support the Masonic family and their activities. 

At the annual session in Moncton in September, 2010 a revised handbook for the 
“Deputies” and a new handbook, “Active Members of Supreme Council” was approved 
and we trust it proved to be a benefit to all concerned. While they are not part of the 
Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council they are a valuable resource for the 
Deputies and Active members. 

The Shrine Temples in some Provinces have offered space in their magazines for 
Scottish Rite to extend an invitation for their members to join and explain Scottish Rite 
Masonry. We urge all Valleys to ask for this permission from the local Shrine 
magazines. We cannot get too much information before Masons and the public about 
our fraternity. In Ontario, Rameses Shrine Temple held a free circus for the public and 
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all Masonic bodies were given the opportunity to have a display at this function, which is 
happening again this year. 

The Masonic Leaders committee again this year had a tent at the International 
Ploughing Match. 

All related Masonic organizations were given an opportunity to have a display and 
brochures for the public to view and take home with them if desired. 

Our Sovereign Grand Commander promotes enthusiasm and renewed interest in the 
Scottish Rite. During his 3-year term of office we expect he will have visited each Valley 
in Canada. He really enjoys fellowship with the members and their wives in a social 
gathering. He has visited a number of Valleys in Ontario, Alberta, Nova Scotia, 
Manitoba, Newfoundland and British Columbia. The Sovereign Grand Commander has 
completed his visits to Saskatchewan Valleys. 

A number of receptions have been held as a meet-and-greet for members and their 
wives with the Sovereign Grand Commander. This allows him to speak to the members 
in a less formal session. 

He encourages meetings with representatives of all the Concordant bodies. These 
meetings have taken place and are ongoing in a number of Provinces. They harmonize 
the events of all bodies, give a greater understanding of the issues faced by Masonry in 
general, and support a united format on the many issues, such as membership and 
information presented re the Masonic family to the general public re the work of these 
Masonic bodies. 

One of the concerns of the committee on the State of the Rite is web pages from their 
Valleys. 

In reviewing them we find that many are not current with their information. We suggest 
it is better to have a web page with just the name of the Valley and method of contacting 
that Valley, than having information that is not current. 

We commend the Valleys who have taken the opportunity to advertise their Scottish 
Rite on the website. The promotion of special events, meeting dates, the names of the 
officers of the Valley etc., is a great advertisement on this award winning web page. 
Remember, if the web master does not have the information he cannot place it on the 
web page. Remember to send new information for the web page to Supreme Council 
office. 

Register the e-mail address of your Valley, if you have one. We have read a number of 
the web pages from the Valleys across Canada and finding that some information is 
outdated on the Valley’s own web page makes one wonder if the Valleys themselves 
are up-to-date with their information. Please keep your information current, and it will 
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be beneficial to all who read them. If not we recommend that these web pages be 
discontinued. No information is better than outdated or misleading information. 

We note with pleasure that almost all the Valleys hold special events for the information 
of craft Masons and the general public to attract interested Masons to join our fraternity. 
This has proven successful in the promotion of Scottish Rite. Some have presented 
portions of a degree and/or Masonic plays approved by Supreme Council to those in 
attendance. A number of Valleys have craft lodge degree teams. 

There are a number of Masonic plays and a portion of degrees approved by Supreme 
Council that are available from Supreme Council for presentation at these Masonic 
information evenings. A dispensation may be required according to “The Statutes and 
Regulations”. 

The Scottish Rite members throughout Nova Scotia held their annual golf tournament 
with the profits going to the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation and Halifax Learning 
Centre. Other Valleys also hold golf tournaments with the profits going to the 
Foundation. The Valleys of Moose Jaw and Regina raised funds for the Heart and 
Stroke Foundation in Saskatchewan. 

The Valley of Edmonton each year presents a scholarship of $3000 to the Alberta 
College Conservatory of Music which is then presented to some of their students. Many 
Valleys donate money to different worthy organizations. These donations along with the 
donations from the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation let people know that the Scottish 
Rite assists worthy causes in their communities. We wonder if the total dollars given to 
charities or worthy causes is ever known by our members and the general public. 

The increase in the number of social functions held with the ladies taking part in the 
social events after the business of the lodge has been completed is very favourable. 
Some Valleys have theatre nights, barbeques, picnics, etc. This adds to the Masonic 
fellowship for all concerned and benefits Scottish Rite. We note from the notices that 
every Valley in Alberta held an evening which included the members’ ladies. 

The Valley of Winnipeg’s monthly publication "The Rite News" contains the summons 
for meetings and news of the activities in the Valley and of the Charitable Foundation. 
This publication is available via e-mail. Many of their brethren receive it by this method. 

They held a special evening for the installation of officers and presentation of special 
awards to their members. Members of the public were invited to attend. 

Communication with members is very important. The “Communique” is sent to all 
Valleys electronically. This information is always current and enlightening. The 
Sovereign Grand Commander has added a report on his activities in regard to Scottish 
Rite across Canada. It is interesting, current and adds much to the information we 
receive regarding the happenings in the Scottish Rite and the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation and its activities. A number of Valleys have Newsletters to keep their 
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membership current with all events and information for the members not able to attend 
their meetings. 

The “Clarion”, the new joint publication of Supreme Council and the Scottish Rite 
Charitable Foundation was mailed to every member. We congratulate the committee 
responsible for this publication. The content was well presented and of interest to all 
members. While there are a number of small items to be worked out we congratulate 
those responsible for this publication and look forward to the next issues. Remember 
they can only publish items they receive, so send items to the person responsible in 
each area. The “Communique” and the “Clarion” are now on the Scottish Rite web site 
for your reading and information. The news of the Scottish Rite activities in all parts of 
Canada is there for members to enjoy. 

Some of the Valleys advertise the dates of the meetings of Scottish Rite Valleys close to 
them in their notices and thus give their members a chance to attend and enjoy Masonic 
fellowship with them. The dress code for each meeting of a Valley should be inserted in 
all the summonses and a number of Valleys do. It makes it easy for visitors and 
members to know what the dress is at their meetings. We note that most of the Valleys 
in western Canada do. We commend the Valleys that explain the significance of the 
Easter ceremonies in their notices. It again reminds the members of the importance of 
attending these important ceremonies. 

A number of Lodges of Perfection, Chapters of Rose Croix and Consistories hold open 
installations. We learn from the summons of the Valley of Calgary that they did their 
installation of all three bodies in one evening with the ceremony approved by the 
committee on "Rituals and Ritualistic Matters.” The Valley of Saskatoon used a similar 
format this past January. Winnipeg had a joint and open installation for the three 
bodies, and for the fourth year Regina held a joint installation for their three bodies on 
Saturday morning followed by lunch. All Valleys are able to use the joint Installation 
now approved if they so desire. 

We extend thanks and congratulations to the Ritual committee and its members for the 
new approved joint Installation ritual. 

There have also been some revisions to the 21°, 32° and the 14°. Make sure your 
Valley has a current (up-to-date) ritual for all their degrees. I am sure that many officers 
will appreciate the changes to the Obligation in the 14 th degree. 

We recommend a system be established for knowing the number and why 
dispensations were issued. 

You will note that changes were made and approved last year to the “Statutes and 
Regulations” regarding when Dispensations are required and from whom. 

The method of email notices was reviewed and changes were approved last year 
regarding the sending of e-mail notices. With the cost of sending notices in all Valleys, 
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and the number of Valleys using the email method of communication we recommend 
the use of email notices where possible. 

We trust that all members who have email have sent their email address to the Valley 
secretary so he may send out the summons electronically. It will certainly assist him in 
sending out the notices and as well be a considerable savings to the Valley. Please 
check and follow the proper procedure. 

We take note with pleasure the large increase of Master Mason nights being held. 
From the results noted in the reports from the Deputies, these nights have assisted in 
the increase of new candidates. 

The committee notes that Scottish Rite clubs are being used more and more in Valleys 
across Canada. They make donations to charities, supply wheelchairs, have special 
speakers, etc. and provide an opportunity for Masonic fellowship for their members etc. 
They also form the base for the membership for the Easter Ceremonies when they are a 
distance away from the Chapter. 

The very important Easter ceremonies are noted in the Deputies reports and are 
expanding to locations in outlying areas. These ceremonies on Thursday and Easter 
Sunday give the membership an opportunity to attend church services in their 
community where they live and still be with their families on Easter Sunday. 

A number of Valleys hold open ceremonies on Sunday morning for the families of the 
members and for the education of the communities. 

The congratulations of all members of Scottish Rite should be extended to the Valleys 
who sponsor DeMolay, Job’s Daughters International and Rainbow chapters. The 
chapters of DeMolay are our future. The degree work of these young members is 
outstanding. We encourage all members of Scottish Rite to attend one of their 
meetings, witness the work of these young people and show your appreciation and 
encouragement to them. We trust that this experience will make you want to be a part 
of DeMolay and encourage your Valley to be a sponsor of a chapter. In Ontario a 
representative of the Scottish Rite was invited to attend their annual session and bring 
greetings. The interest shown by the Valley of Moncton and their support and 
encouragement of these groups of young people should be an example to all Valleys. 
Maybe your Valley could sponsor one of these groups. Please consider and support 
one of these groups in your area. 

International Visits 


The promotion of visits to and from Valleys outside our jurisdiction is to be encouraged. 
Your committee recognizes that this is not always possible because of location of our 
Valleys, but where possible we encourage and support them. These visits are made 
often by members of the Valleys of British Columbia, Manitoba, Thunder Bay and 
Windsor to their neighbours across the border. 
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Inter-Valley Visits 


The members of Windsor Valley traveled to Chatham to conduct the ceremony of the 
installation of officers and Chatham returned the favour by conducting the ceremony in 
Windsor. This has taken place annually for many years. Members of the Valley of 
Sydney went to Summerside Prince Edward Island. Members of Halifax Valley to 
Summerside Prince Edward Island. Members of Brandon Valley visited Winnipeg 
Valley. Members of the following Valleys portrayed degrees in Hamilton: Peterborough, 
Windsor, Toronto. Other Valleys in their own areas i.e. Sudbury in North Bay and North 
Bay in Sudbury and also Valleys in British Columbia and Alberta etc. 

Cooperation between Valleys providing assistance to each other in all circumstances as 
required is important. A number of Valleys have portrayed degrees for other Valleys’ 
members who because of work, etc., have missed the degree and have thus allowed 
the member to continue his journey in Scottish Rite. We must always remember to 
promote Scottish Rite, support our craft lodges and participate in our total Masonic 
fraternity 

Events of Note 


Many Valleys are naming their reunions after long serving members and we 
congratulate these Valleys on this and the brethren receiving this honour. They show 
the appreciation of all the members of the Valley to these great Scottish Rite Masons for 
services rendered and their ongoing support of Scottish Rite. 

Some Valleys are making presentations for the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation at 
their meetings to the recipients of bursaries etc. They are promoting the Foundation 
and the great work it is engaged in. These Valleys are fortunate enough to have the 
recipient speak to the members of the work they are engaged in and in which field of 
study. It is also a great education for our members attending the meetings. We must 
remember to continue our support of all aspects of the Scottish Rite Foundation. The 
many programs that we have supported over the years must be continued and can only 
continue by your support. Remember you are the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation 
and it is only the interest on your donation that they operate on. 

Appreciation 

Your committee extends its sincere thanks to all who provided notices, (especially our 
hard working Secretary/Registrars) newsletters and schedules of events, which was of 
great assistance in the preparation of this report. 

We note from some of the Scottish Rite notices that a number of Secretary/Registrars 
are retiring after many years of service to that office, in some cases over twenty years. 
They are to be congratulated and thanked for their many years of service. 
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Our sincere appreciation is extended to the executive secretary, and the competent staff 
for their assistance to the members of this committee.

Report of the Standing Committee On 

AUDIT AND FINANCE 

To the Supreme Council, 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren; 
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Article 40(a) Of the Statutes and Regulations details the duties of the Committee on 
Audit and Finance and the Committee now reports to Supreme Council on the 
discharge of those duties. 

Constituent Body Financial Returns 

Every Valley is required to submit a copy of its financial statements to each of its 
members annually. It is also required to submit an Annual Return to Supreme Council 
using prescribed forms. The major activity of this committee is to examine and report 
on these returns with two objectives: firstly, to offer information that may assist the 
constituent bodies in their financial planning and secondly, to ensure that every member 
of those bodies is adequately informed regarding the financial condition of the Valley. In 
this manner all members of the Scottish Rite enjoy an entitlement to this information as 
it pertains to their Valley. They also share a corresponding duty to act to maintain the 
financial health of the Valley or to improve that health where remedial action is 
necessary. 

Adequate information includes the data that populates the AF slate of financial return 
forms, hopefully in that format so that financial figures most relevant to an assessment 
of financial health are highlighted clearly for the consideration of the brethren. 

Your committee, after introducing new forms and refining them to be more user friendly, 
introduced no changes in this reporting period to see if increased familiarity with the 
forms resulted in greater compliance in the use of them and in greater completeness in 
providing the information requested by Supreme Council. 

Changes to the due date for submission of the financial returns were made previously in 
the hopes that the returns could be reviewed earlier in the year, thereby allowing for 
earlier attempts by both reviewers and Deputies to assist Valleys in providing accurate 
and complete information well before the Annual Session. 

These are the primary concerns of your committee and I can report the following based 
on the review of returns submitted in this period: 

1. Many reviewers were impressed by the level of cooperation they received in 
working with a number of Valleys to obtain the required information. This 
included some Valleys with past issues in getting the job done right. Those 
Valleys have come on board and indicated they are working through issues to 
improve the quality of information they provide as well as the timeliness 
necessary in providing it. 

2. There has been increased compliance in the use of the prescribed forms. 

3. There has been a greater recognition of the need to keep Almoner’s funds in 
separate accounts and to report on the year over year balances in the funds. 
This is a necessary step in fulfilling the responsibility of keeping Valley 
membership informed of the overall financial condition of the Almoner’s account 
without divulging privileged information concerning the distribution of those funds 
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where all appears to be in order. It also fulfills the important concern of so 
managing those funds that liability attaches neither to the Valley or the 
Almoner(s) for undetected misuse of those funds due to negligence in failing to 
safeguard their use for a legitimate purpose. 

These are positive aspects that were identified on a review of those returns received 
and reviewed by the committee. There are a number of continuing concerns that must 
be mentioned if all Valleys are to be cognizant of the issues that need to be addressed 
on a continuing basis. Those concerns are as follows: 

1. There remains a small number of Valleys that experience difficulty in making the 
progress in reporting to Supreme Council that has been mentioned. It is the wish 
of your committee that those Valleys seek assistance early in the next fiscal 
period to order their record keeping so that required financial information is easily 
identified, is easily transferable to the AF documents and those documents get 
submitted by the deadline set by Supreme Council. 

2. The committee reviewers, in some circumstances, still struggle with figures that 
should agree between documents but do not and with a lack of information where 
items to be completed on the forms are left blank. Some of the most basic 
omissions concern membership data, including those delinquent in paying dues 
and the amount of revenue outstanding as a result. It was noted that in one 
Valley where those figures were reported that an excess of expenses over 
revenue would have been reversed had the outstanding amount, or most of it, 
been collected. Delinquency in paying dues has great implications in Valleys 
where the membership is small and everyone needs to put their “shoulder to 
wheel” or their hand in their wallet. However, uncollected dues impacts all 
Valleys adversely because not only is revenue lost which could have been 
applied to expenses but it also adds a double burden when dues are paid to 
Supreme Council based on a segment of membership that contributes nothing to 
the Valley. 

3. In some Valleys there is no proper evaluation of life membership funds. It was 
also noted that one Valley had two significant amounts owing to its life 
membership fund but no reported ability to repay them. This compromises the 
integrity of the fund and if that is the goal of a Valley it is more easily 
accomplished when a blind eye is turned to the need to evaluate its integrity 
properly. We cannot misapply funds provided by earlier generations of brethren 
with the result that we effectively deny future brethren of those revenues and 
their application to their proper purpose. We must pay our own way and 
discharge properly the trust reposed in us. 

4. A related concern is the failure of too many Valleys to provide accurate and 
principled five year forecasts or the failure to provide one at all. In a lot of the 
situations where no forecast was filed the Valleys were those where the need to 
“get a financial grip” is most pressing. Good five year forecasts based on 
accurate identification of past trends in revenue, expenses and membership 
along with the circumstances that may impact financial needs apart from those 
trends i.e. capital projects are a firm basis upon which to financially safeguard a 
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Valley’s future. A good plan, based on accurate and on-going five year forecasts 
and a life membership fund with its integrity secured are the sextant by which 
Valleys will either achieve safe harbour or get wrecked on the shoals of financial 
crisis. Each member of every Valley has the ability, if the Valley has provided the 
information Supreme Council requires, to determine how well his Valley “boat” 
floats and to do something about it before it is necessary to bail and send out an 
SOS. To all who characterize the condition of their Valley as “declining but able 
to recover” please ask, and more importantly answer, the question “How will the 
Valley recover?” 

Constituent Bodies By-Law Amendments 

The Chairman of your committee has reviewed all requests for by-law amendments. 
These have been forwarded to the Sovereign Grand Commander for his consideration. 

Reports of the Grand Secretary-General, Grand Treasurer-General, the Board of 
Trustees and Auditors 

Your committee has examined the Annual Reports of the Grand Secretary-General, the 
Grand Treasurer-General, the Board of Trustees and Auditors as printed in the 
Preliminary Reports at pages 3 through 28. These reports were found to be informative 
and complete. Accordingly, your committee recommends their adoption. 

Financial Statements 

The audited financial statements for the year ended May 31, 2011 were received and 
discussed in detail. For the year ended May 31,2011 Supreme Council experienced an 
excess of revenue over expenses before unrealized gain on investments in the amount 
of $41,064 as compared to an excess of revenue over expenses in the amount of 
$79,260 for fiscal 2010. Consistent with accounting and disclosure standards adopted 
by Supreme Council in June 2008, financial statements provided for an unrealized gain 
on investments in the amount of $30,668, which resulted in an overall excess of 
revenue over expenses of $71,732. 

We congratulate the Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General, the 
Sovereign Grand Commander and the committee chairmen for the efficient manner in 
which they have managed the financial resources of Supreme Council. Accordingly, 
your committee recommends that the audited financial statements for the year ended 
May 31, 2011 be adopted as submitted. 

We wish to thank our auditors, Grant, Thornton Chartered Accountants, for their 
invaluable assistance throughout this fiscal year. 
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Budget 2011-2012 

Your committee has reviewed in detail the budget prepared by the Grand Treasurer- 
General for Supreme Council for the fiscal year 2011-2012. The committee believes the 
budget to be realistic and provides for items necessary to meet the financial obligations, 
responsibilities and commitments of Supreme Council for the current fiscal period. 
Accordingly, your committee recommends the adoption of the budget as presented by 
our Grand Treasurer-General. 

Conclusion 


In conclusion, as Chairman of your Committee on Audit and Finance, I want to express 
my gratitude to the Grand Treasurer-General, III. Bro. Thomas E. Lewis, 33°, the Grand 
Secretary-General, III. Bro. Terry McLean, 33°, III. Bro. James Seckington and III. Bro. 
Ken Rutherford, 33° for their assistance rendered to your committee. 


Your committee continues to enjoy great support from the Deputies in its efforts to 
assist Valleys in reporting to Supreme Council. They have been quick to contact Valleys 
when issues arise and have been both positive and, in many respects, pro-active in 
communicating the requirements of Supreme Council in financial matters. Much of the 
progress that has been made in this area has been due to their efforts to assist the 
committee and the Valleys and that assistance has been received with gratitude. 

I wish to thank the members of the committee who once again have performed their 
duties with dedication, competence and good humour. I note with regret that III. Bro. 
Gerry Chaulk, 33°, after years of valued service on this committee, has found it 
necessary to resign. His leadership will be missed.

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Report of the Committee On 

FRATERNAL RELATIONS 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The Standing Committee on Fraternal Relations is pleased to present this report in 
discharge of the duty imposed upon it by Art 40(c) of the Statutes of this Supreme 
Council to keep informed with respect to fraternal relations with other Supreme Councils 
and Masonic bodies throughout the world, to advise the Sovereign Grand Commander 
with respect to the conduct thereof and to report thereon to this Supreme Council at 
each Annual Session. 

50 th Conference of Sovereign Grand Commanders of Europe and Associated 
Countries 

The Conference was hosted by the Supreme Council for Spain in Madrid May 24 - 28. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Matthew F. Todd, 33° attended representing the 
Supreme Council of Canada which has Observer status only at these Conferences and 
as delegate in his capacity as President of the XVIII World Conference of Supreme 
Councils. 

The theme of the Conference was “Unity Within the Universality of the AASR”. 

These conferences provide opportunities for the attendees to keep current for reporting 
to their respective Supreme Councils with regard to various situations, which arise from 
time to time in or in relation to Supreme Councils in Europe and elsewhere. 

Conference of Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries of Masons in North America 

This 2011 Annual Conference was held at the Sheraton Denver Downtown, Denver, 
Colorado, February, 20 - 22. 

Fifty-seven of a possible sixty-four Grand Masters were in attendance including seven 
Canadian Grand Masters. 

The Supreme Council of Canada was represented by lll.\Bro.\ Matthew F. Todd, 33°, 
and III.-.Bro.\Terry McLean, 33° Grand Secretary-General accompanied by his wife, 
Bonnie. Also in attendance was lll.\Bro.\ George A. Mitchell, 33° of Jordan Station, 
Ontario, Imperial Potentate of the Shrine. 
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The theme of the Grand Masters Conference was “Facing Today’s Challenges”. The 
Grand Secretaries chose as their theme “Sharing Our Masonic Resources”. 

The Committee on Recognition and Regularity, composed of seven members from 
seven Masonic regions, each serving a seven year term in office, which meets annually 
during the Conference of Grand Masters, reiterated its four standards of recognition, 
namely, Legitimacy of Origin, Exclusive Territorial Jurisdiction, Adherence to Ancient 
Landmarks and Prohibitions of Topics of Politics and Religion. 

The reports of the Committee are recommendations only. 

The Committee expressed its concern with respect to the emergence of damaging and 
misleading Masonic web sites. 

The 29 th Conference of Grand and District Grand Lodges 

This annual Canadian conference was held in Winnipeg on April 1 - 2, 2011. III.-.Bro.\ 
Matthew F. Todd, 33° Sovereign Grand Commander, and IIIBroTerry McLean, 33° 
Grand Secretary General attended representing the Supreme Council of Canada. 

The theme of the Conference was “Making Interesting Lodge Meetings and Festive 
Boards”. 

III.-.Bro.-. Terence Shand, 33°, Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Canada in the 
Province of Ontario, reported on the recommendations made for recognition at the 
Conference of Grand Masters, and gave warning of two anti-Masonic web sites. 

Grand Representatives 

The subject of the viability and desirability of continuing the practice of the exchange of 
Grand Representatives was considered at the Conference of Grand Secretaries and a 
roundtable discussion on the topic was held at the Conference of Grand and District 
Grand Lodges in Winnipeg. 

The practice of appointing Grand Representatives began with the Grand Lodge of New 
York in 1828. A number of Grand Lodges, among them England, Queensland and five 
American jurisdictions, including Pennsylvania and California, have discontinued the 
practice. Others are also considering doing so. 

These discussions are of interest since most, if not all Supreme Councils of the Scottish 
Rite, including this Supreme Council, continue the practice. The advisability of our 
continuing to do so was broached at meetings of this Supreme Council prior to hosting 
the XVIII World Conference of Supreme Councils in Toronto in May 2010. 
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As a result of those discussions the Committee of this Supreme Council organizing the 
World Conference established, in addition to the usual commissions appointed at such 
meetings, a Commission on Grand Representative to consider and report to the 
Conference on the role of Grand Representatives, the Effectiveness of Representatives, 
Expectations of Representatives and their Supreme Councils and how to improve 
communications. 

As your Committee reported last year, no support whatsoever was given to the 
suggestion that the exchanging of Grand Representatives be terminated. 

Pending this expression of opinion this Supreme Council had refrained from replacing 
representatives to countries where no representatives were in place. 

Following the 2010 Annual Session of this Supreme Council the Sovereign Grand 
Commander made appointments to those Supreme Councils not represented. 

As an anecdotal aside, when the Grand Secretary General of the Supreme Council of 
Latvia acknowledged the appointment of lll.\Bro.\ Loren W. Kline, 33° as Grand 
Representative their letter acknowledging the appointment was addressed to the 
Supreme Council for the Republic of Canada. As a confirmed monarchist, your 
Chairman was not amused. 

Conferral of Degrees on a Member of a Foreign Jurisdiction 


Your Committee is in receipt of a query from an Illustrious Deputy of this Supreme 
Council inquiring whether Article 88(h) of the Statutes of this Supreme Council which 
provides, “A constituent body may exemplify only the degrees of this jurisdiction in 
another jurisdiction, or permit the degrees of another jurisdiction to be exemplified in this 
jurisdiction, only with the consent in each case of the respective Sovereign Grand 
Commanders upon the recommendation of the Deputies of the respective Valleys”, 
permits a body in Canada to confer degrees on a member of a body owing allegiance to 
either of the American Supreme Councils. 

Your Committee is of the opinion that Article 88(h) is clear that the Canadian Body, after 
obtaining the specified consents, can only exemplify, or permit the exemplification of 
degrees. Whether the American Body is prepared to recognize such an exemplification 
is entirely a matter for their consideration. 

Article 73 of the Statutes of this Supreme Council is the corollorary article, which again 
clarifies that, a degree received by a person with a permanent or principal residence in 
Canada will only be recognized by this Supreme Council if prior consent to such 
recognition is obtained from the Sovereign Grand Commander of Canada. 
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Clandestine or Irregular Bodies 


Every so often word is received by your Committee of bodies or members thereof 
claiming to be part of the world-wide Scottish Rite family but who are not, in fact, 
recognized as such by this Supreme Council nor by those Supreme Councils with whom 
this Supreme Council is in amity, since they fail to meet the four standards of 
recognition enumerated above in our comments on the Conference of Grand Masters 
and Grand Secretaries of Masons in North America. 

During this past year a communication was received from the Sovereign Grand 
Commander of the Supreme Council for Germany advising that one of its members had 
met a Canadian Mason who claimed to belong to Fils de Jacques de Molay, 30° 
Chapter in Montreal and who produced a document signed by one who claimed to be its 
Eminent Commander. 

The Illustrious Deputy for Quebec commented that the surnames of the individuals were 
typically French but not French Canadian. He had not heard of the 30° Chapter but 
suggested it might be a body established by the Grand Orient of France or by a rogue 
Supreme Council that proclaimed itself a few years ago in the town of Vercheres in the 
Richelieu Valley. 

In the Register of Supreme Councils Active and Extinct, with reference to the entry for 
Canada, there is a note to reports being received in the Supreme Council, 33° Northern 
Masonic Jurisdiction USA in early 1988 of efforts, probably instigated by the Grand 
Orient and Supreme Council de France, to establish a French speaking parallel 
Supreme Council and constituent bodies in Quebec. Your Chairman discussed the 
suggestion with the then author of the Register, the late III .-.Sidney R. Baxter, 33° but he 
had no further information about such bodies or whether they did, indeed, exist. 

The late III.-.Bro.\ Elvio Sciubba, 33° Past Sovereign Grand Commander of the 
Supreme Council for Italy mentioned to your Chairman some years ago that there was 
some irregular Italian Scottish Rite activity among the Italian community in Canada. 

Again, last year correspondence was received from the Sovereign Grand Commander 
of the Supreme Council of Romania counseling against this Supreme Council having 
any communication with an entity calling itself the United Grand Lodge of Romania, it 
being an irregular and unrecognized organization. 

Brazil: 


Your Committee expresses its condolences on the death of lll.-.Bro.-. Cyrillo Leopoldo 
Carvelho da Silva Neves, 33°, Active Member. 
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Word has been received that lll.\Bro.\ Luis Fernando Rodriques Torres, 33°, Sovereign 
Grand Commander has been unwell. Your Committee expresses the wish that he will 
soon be restored to good health. 

France: 


Membership in all Scottish Rite Bodies, as well as in other regular Concordant Bodies 
depends on prior membership and continued membership in craft lodges chartered by a 
regular Grand Lodge. 

The Grand Lodge which is recognized as regular by the Grand Lodges in Canada, the 
United States and elsewhere is the Grande Lodge Nationale Francaise (GLNF). 

In the Autumn of 2010 this Supreme Council was alerted to problems that had arisen in 
the GLNF as a result of certain actions initiated by the Grand Master, Frangois Stifani, 
following his election for a three-year term of office in December 2007. 

Among other complaints raised against him was his stated intention to extend his 
mandate by a further two years, his dismissal of officers of the Sovereign Grand 
Committee and Provincial officers and the removal of some 52 Lodges regarded as 
dissident as well as allegations of financial irregularities. 

By the time of a March 25’ 2010 statutory meeting there were calls for his resignation. 

The Grand Master then decided to organize another meeting for October 16, 2010 but 
this was to be a decentralized meeting to be held throughout the Provinces. 

Some Brethren then initiated an action in civil court to prevent the extension of the 
three-year mandate and to declare illegal the proposed decentralized October 16 
meeting. 

The Grand Master claimed that all his troubles could be blamed on the Scottish Rite. 

At this point the Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council for France 
sought and was granted meetings with senior officers of the Supreme Council of 
Canada, the two American Supreme Councils and the Supreme Council of the Kingdom 
of the Netherlands to apprise them of the situation in France and particularly their 
concern about its effect on the Scottish Rite and to request the moral support of their 
sister Supreme Councils. 

On December 10, 2010 the civil court declared the October 16, 2010 Assembly illegal 
with all its decisions cancelled and ordered the Grand Master to call as soon as possible 
(execution provisiore) a General Assembly and included on the agenda for such 
meeting was to be the matter of the extension of his mandate from three to five years. 
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The Grand Master has appealed the court's decision and the decision of the appellate 
court was expected to be delivered by the end of June, 2011. 

On January 21, 2011, M.W. Bro Stifani resigned as Chairman of the association GLNF. 
Those who disagree with him submit that since the statutes and regulations of the 
GLNF have made the functions of Chairman and that of Grand Master inseverable he 
has, in effect, resigned as Grand Master. 

Nevertheless, on May 7, 2011 he unilaterally broke off all relations with the French 
regular Ordinal Jurisdictions, namely, The Grand Priory for France of the Rectified 
Scottish Rite, The French Rite Grand Chapter, Supreme Council of the Modern Rite for 
France and the Supreme Council for France of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite. 

On June 21, 2011 M.W. Bro Stifani sent a circular letter to all the Grand Lodges with 
which The GLNF is in amity, a copy of which your Committee has not yet received. 

Your Committee is, however, in receipt of the Address to the Grand Lodges sent in reply 
thereto by the French regular Ordinal Jurisdictions rejecting the Grand Master’s 
allegations. 

It has come to your Committee’s attention that as of July 20, 2011 the Grand Lodge of 
Scotland withdrew recognition from the GLNF and inter-visitation is prohibited. 

It is believed that the Grand Lodge of Ireland has followed suit and by September the 
United Grand Lodge England will also withdraw recognition. 

Germany: 

Your Committee expresses its condolences on the death of III.-.Bro.-. Dr Rolf H hler, 
33° Past Lieutenant Grand Commander on March 3, 2011. 

Mexico: 


Your Committee is in receipt of a circular advice with respect to actions taken at a 
Special Executive Session of the Supreme Council of Mexico on February 1, 2011 at 
which eight Sovereign Grand Inspectors General including the Sovereign Grand 
Commander, III.-.Bro.-. Oscar Augusto Ferraez Lepe, were expelled for cause, from the 
Masonic Order and all resolutions and acts of the said Oscur Augusto Ferraez Lepe in 
his capacity as Sovereign Grand Commander, were declared to be null and void. 

Those members present at the meeting elected unanimously as Sovereign Grand 
Commander III.-.Bro.-.Manuel Fernando Sanchez Chavez together with seven 
Sovereign Grand Inspectors General to replace those who had been expelled. 

Romania: 
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The Sovereign Grand Commander represented this Supreme Council at the 
celebrations recognizing the 130 th Anniversary of the founding of the Supreme Council 
of Romania held in Bucharest May 20 to 21. He commented favourably on the excellent 
hospitality extended by the host Supreme Council. 

Spain: 

Your Committee has been advised that the Supreme Council for Spain has extended 
recognition to the Supreme Council for England and Wales and to the Supreme Council 
for Armenia. 

United States of America: 


As always the most cordial relations existed during the past year between this Supreme 
Council and the two Supreme Councils in the United States. 

Your Committee notes and is grateful for the kind and thoughtful reception accorded to 
all representatives of this Supreme Council on occasions when they are privileged to 
attend meetings in the United States. 

Your Committee is saddened by the seeming decline in cross border visitations by 
Bodies in each country to travel to portray degrees in adjoining jurisdictions and 
expresses the hope that such visits, once quite frequent, might be revived. 

Concordant Bodies: 


It is not surprising that the warmest fraternal relations exist in Canada between the 
Scottish Rite membership and the members of the several branches of the York Rite 
because many brethren hold dual or even multiple memberships and serve in office, 
even the highest officers in both Rites. 

2011 Annual Session: 

Your Committee is looking forward to welcoming lll.-.Bro.'.D. Garry Dowling, 33° the 
recently installed Grand Master of the Grand Lodge AF&AM of Canada in the Province 
of Ontario Inc to the 138 th Annual Session of this Supreme Council in Thunder Bay. 

A similar welcome awaits the delegation from the Supreme Council, 33° A&ASR 
Southern Jurisdiction, USA, which this year will include, lll.\Bro.\ Ronald A. Seale 33°, 
Sovereign Grand Commander and his wife, Sunny. They will be accompanied by

Grand Prior 

St. Andrew’s Presbyterian Church, Thunder Bay, Ontario 
Scripture: Deuteronomy 10:17-21 
Psalm 1145: 1-9 
Matthew 5:43-48 

Theme: Praise God - Serve Others 

As people of Faith in God we gather here today to praise God. 
Since I was elected Grand Prior, and previous to that, I have been impressed with the 
attendance and active participation at these Vesper Services at the beginning of 
Supreme Council Sessions. Now I know you don’t come to hear the Grand Prior 
preach. How do I know that? I know because this is my eighth Vesper Service and I 
am not a great preacher. There was one exception, which was 2007 in Ottawa when 
the Rev. Dr. Todd Townshend, who teaches preaching at Huron University College, 
London, Ontario and is the son of Past Sovereign Grand Commander Robert and Pat 
Townshend was the special guest preacher and it was indeed a special sermon. Okay, 
if you don’t come to hear the Grand Prior preach, why do you turn out to these Vesper 
Services year after year? The obvious answer to me is that you come to praise God. 
And during my time as Grand Prior, I have tried to give us the opportunity to do just that 
- Praise God! We are people of Faith in God and the first two scripture readings today 
remind us that our God is God of gods, Lord of lords, the great God, might and 
awesome, the top dog so to speak. We have been reminded to bless God’s name 
forever and ever, and to do that every day. Because our God is God of gods and Lord 
of lords there are some implications. We are told in the first reading today that our God 
is not partial to anyone, that our God does not take bribes. Our God shows justice and 
mercy to the orphan and the widow (those who have absolutely no power in society) 
and loves strangers. As people of Faith we are called to daily praise God and to love 
strangers and enemies and the powerless and to serve them. 

Did we hear that first reading correctly? That God is not partial and takes no bribes. 
That sounds like the God of gods, Lord of lords, the God responsible for all creation to 
me. Are you not glad that God is not partial? I am! That means that your prayers are 
not better than mine or vice-versa, or the Archbishop of Canterbury. That God does not 
give you preferential treatment over me or over strangers or the most powerless people 
among us. Praise God! Did we also hear that God takes no bribes? Who among us 
has not said - God if you do this for me (fill in the blank e.g. Heal family member, get 
me out of this jam) I will do this for You (fill in the blank e.g. Go to worship, read 
scriptures). Do we really think that God needs us to do anything for God? Besides that, 
God can’t be bribed. A proper response is to trust God and that what God has in mind 
for us is best for us. Praise God! As people of Faith it is up to us to serve widows and 
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orphans, to love strangers and enemies. We may also ask ourselves; are we 
strangers? 

The good news in today’s scripture readings is that God cares for us. Not only does 
God care for you and me, God also cares for all of creation. God makes the sun rise on 
the evil and on the good. God sends rain on the righteous and on the unrighteous. The 
Lord God is good to all people. We are also amazed by God’s love shown to all. God is 
gracious and merciful, slow to anger and abounding in constant love. Praise God! 

What is our response to strangers or immigrants (both legal and illegal), after having 
heard the first reading that our God is God of gods, Lord of lords, the great God loves 
strangers and feeds and clothes them? Unlike the people of Israel who were strangers 
in the land of Egypt, we would not consider ourselves strangers in this land. Some 
native Americans would probably disagree: yet we too have been strangers in God’s 
spiritual land before we became “People of Faith”. We did not know God’s ways or how 
to act properly in God’s Land. As we read scripture it is Faith in God that brings people 
into a special relationship with God (E.g. Abraham was saved by his faith). So what is 
our response to Strangers realizing that God loves them and is not partial to anyone. 
Who are we to differentiate among them? For God does not! People of Faith are to 
love and serve all God’s created people, especially those who are powerless, serving 
and loving them as God loves and cares for us who were once strangers in God’s 
spiritual land. Praise God! 

It has been my experience that more has been expected of People of Faith in the God 
who is “God of gods, Lord of lords, the Great God, mighty and awesome, who is not 
partial and takes no bribes, who executes justice for the orphan and the widow and who 
loves the strangers providing them with food and clothing”.

Most Worshipful Grand Master, members of the 
Supreme Council, along with Hoyt and Gary, it is certainly our pleasure to represent the 
Supreme Council of the Southern Jurisdiction at your meeting. You always make us 
feel welcome. You really make us feel at home when we are here, like one of the 
family. That’s why we weren’t offended yesterday when they asked us to help set up 
some chairs and pass out brochures; really glad to be with you guys. I’ll just leave you 
with this thought really quickly. After our meeting in Chicago, Sunny and I took the train 
from Washington to Chicago. That was my only protest against the inconvenience of air 
travel. I met a young man on the train riding there and we got to talking about Masonry 
and he asked this question; “What attracts you to Masonry?” You know that’s sort of a 
tough question when you try to answer it really quickly. Here is somebody who is not a 
member of the Craft and he had expressed an interest. He said, “Well why are you 
attracted to it, why do you keep doing what you do, can you answer that?” So, I had a 
tough time with this, how do you explain? I said “well man look, look at all this stuff we 
got. Man, you all got this stuff to hang on you, around your neck and to pin on your 
coat. Man we got swords, we got all kinds of stuff. Course you can get all that on 
EBay. Yeah, you can get that there. We got secrets. Course most of us are too old to 
remember. We’ve forgotten most of them. And the ritual, you can get that in five 
minutes on Google. Matter of fact if you go ahead and download it you can start 
learning your part and help out at your initiation, when you get there. So that’s not really 
it you know. Maybe its charities and a lot of folks get caught up in charities. That 
certainly is a good thing, but you don’t have to join the Masons to do charitable work. 
You put all that dues money into charity, you don’t need to do that”. Well, what is it 
about it that attracts us to keep doing the things we do? I would suggest to you just 
very briefly, it’s the feelings that we have for one another as brothers because of the 
obligations we’ve taken. It’s coming into a hotel maybe and seeing my friend Brother 
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McNaughton who maybe I haven’t seen in 3, 4 or 5 months. We smile and shake hands 
and pick up right where we left off. It may be sharing an adult beverage with Hoyt 
Samples, a fellow southerner like me. It may be climbing a hill somewhere in Mexico or 
in Spain with Matt Todd. It may be riding in a little motor car at 4 o’clock in the morning, 
holding my suitcase with Richard Brown, now that’s a separate story. But it’s that 
feeling guys, that we have, for one another. You know what? You can’t find it on the 
internet. You can’t find it on EBay. There is not enough money in this world to buy it 
because it is something freely offered and freely given, without price, to a man that 
enters into that which we all entered, and that’s why it is so hard to explain isn’t it? 
That’s why I couldn’t tell the guy on the train what it was about. It’s a hard thing to 
explain. I want Masonry to change so quickly. I want us to reach out to all good men. I 
want there to be a time that no brother is set against brother. And no contentions arise 
within the Craft. I want it to be perfect. I then get to come to Canada every year and I 
hear the Grand Chancellor again remind me to be patient for the issues are with God. 
We are in a noble work, in a great work here and it’s our pleasure to join with you. I 
thank you for having us here. Thank you SGC Matt.

SGC: It’s always great to be here with you and to have you back in Canada. You’re 
almost residents here now, you know. Good to have you back. 
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Harold Aldrich: Thank you so much. 

SGC: (to Jim Deyo) and it’s Marge not Phyllis. 

Jim Deyo: That’s all right. 

SGC: She’s my girlfriend you know. Bill, will you speak on behalf of your group? 

Bill McNaughton: Absolutely. 

SGC: I will walk up with you to the podium. 

Bill McNaughton: SGC, III. Active Members, Grand Master, Brethren all. It’s certainly 
good to be with you this morning and I bring you fraternal greetings from the NMJ of the 
United States. 

Some days back I noticed with a certain amount of interest that the Masonic Service 
Association of North America had a change in leadership from Richard Fletcher who 
had served for 24 years, he retired and the new fella in charge was George Braatz, from 
the great state of Ohio. Anyways, one of the things that I have followed from the 
Masonic Service Association happens to be the tracking of membership numbers of the 
Masonic fraternity throughout the United States, as well as Canada. I always have a 
tendency to pause and reflect on what those numbers say and unfortunately in the 
United States the membership of the Masonic fraternity for the last 51 years has been in 
decline. I’ve always tried to look at and analyze that and say what happened and why is 
such a great organization falling into that kind of disrepair in the United States. I’ve kind 
of come up with two thoughts, two reasons as to why that has happened. The first 
simply is the fact that the world has changed considerably over the last 50 years and 
much of the Masonic fraternity has not changed, and as the Grand Master alluded to 
this morning, I think we need to start looking at the opportunities that we have to do 
what we do best and certainly maintain and contain our core values, if you will. But the 
second one is perhaps a little bit more interesting and I think it’s perhaps a, I hate to, I 
don’t want anybody to take these comments in a negative sort of way but I think 
sometimes it’s the failure of much of the Masonic leadership to understand exactly who 
we are as the Masonic fraternity. When I say that, I focus your attention back to the 
time when all of us knelt at the altar of Free Masonry. When we did we did not pledge 
our sacred honour to secular world charities or to the preservation of any real estate or 
even to the protection of that sacred cow the Masonic fraternity ritual. Rather we 
pledged our sacred honour to each other. I think once we get back to that basic tenant 
and understand who we truly are as a Masonic fraternity I think good men will continue 
to seek us out because we offer something unique in that it is an organization that 
believes in God. A bunch of good men who believe in God, in perhaps different faiths, 
different sects of religion and yet we all believe in the same God. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, as always on behalf of the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction 
I would like to extend my personal thanks to you for your continued hospitality and 
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perhaps even more than that your extended friendship over the years that we have 
gotten to know you and certainly this morning to the Grand Master, thank you for taking 
the time out of your schedule to be here with us today. To remember and to remind 
each of us that the foundation of all that we are, all that we believe in, truly is the 
Masonic fraternity. May all mighty God continue to bless and watch over this Supreme 
Council of Freemasonry in Canada. Amen 

SGC: While we’re waiting, I have some guests from the United States here I think are 
on the dais and I just want to introduce them. Is Brother Jeffery Buchman from Sioux 
City here? I know there are 3 brothers from Duluth and there is quite a relationship 
between Thunder Bay and Duluth in their Valley visits, and we have Brother Allan 
Adams, HIG Bro. Terrence, HIG Robert Johnson from Duluth here. 

SGC: Welcome brothers and keep up the good relationship between Canada and the 
United States across the border. It’s great to have you here. Thanks. 

GM Ray Bryant, 33°: SGC, may I present Most III. Knight Companion F. Douglas 
Draker, Grand Sovereign, Grand Imperial Conclave, RW C. Robert Townsend, 33° 
Immediate Past Provincial Grand Master for Ontario, Royal Order of Scotland, Most 
Eminent Knight K. Thomas G James Supreme GCT, .Supreme Grand Master, 
Sovereign Great Priory of Canada. 

SGC: Thank you Grand Marshall. Good morning Tom 

Tom Janes: Good morning.

Allocution 

Of Sovereign Grand Commander 


Peers and Brethren: 

In accordance with the provisions of Article 22(s) of the Statutes of the Supreme 
Council, I as Sovereign Grand Commander am presenting my second Allocution, which 
reports on the official acts and other actions which have taken place since the last 
Session of our Supreme Council. 

May I offer to you, a very warm and fraternal welcome to the 137 th Annual Session of 
our Supreme Council, held this year in the city of Thunder Bay, Ontario. The last time 
the Session was held here was in 1991. On two previous occasions, in 1939 and 1960, 
the Session was held in Fort William, a town which amalgamated with Port Arthur to 
form Thunder Bay. 

Thunder Bay is located on the north shore of Lake Superior, under the watchful eye of 
the Sleeping Giant. The city is rich in people and resources, and connects 
Northwestern Ontario to the world. Thunder Bay is Ontario’s largest port and Canada’s 
sixth largest, rated by tonnage. It is one of the largest grain handling ports in the world. 
Its history can be traced back nearly 11,000 years to the time of the Paleo-lndians. 
Although there is no written record of these early inhabitants, many of the stone tools 
they made can still be found. Spear points, axe heads and scraping instruments 
provide valuable clues about life in the early days following the great glaciers. 

Beautiful copper fish hooks, knives and gaffs of the people who inhabited the region 
4,000 to 5,000 years ago have also been discovered. Anthropological evidence 
indicates that Paleo-lndian inhabitants mined copper in the area from as early as 5,000 
BC and that a trade in copper implements extended from Lake Superior to North Dakota 
(for flint) and the Atlantic Coast (for shells) as early as 500 BC. 

Although it is not known whether the Ojibway peoples were in any way descendants of 
the manufacturers of these copper instruments, at the point of European contact in the 
17 th century, their settlements were dominant culture in the Thunder Bay area. Ojibway 
tribes occupied the North Shore of Lake Superior and Huron. Their reach extended from 
Georgian Bay to the Prairies, an expanse that was traveled relatively easy by Birch Bark 
Canoe. 

The City of Fort William served as the hub of the Canadian fur trade where Coureurs 
des bois, Gentlemen and Natives met to transact business. When Europeans arrived in 
the 17 th century, the local Indians called the site “Animikie”, which translates as 
“Thunder”. The French Couriers des bois who traveled the area referred to it as 
Thunder Bay. Because of the lower land compared to the rocky shores of Port Arthur, it 
became a rail center and a busy trading area. 
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In the 1880’s Port Arthur became a CPR railway centre and the Lake Superior 
headquarters for the Canadian Northern Railway, which later was absorbed by the 
Canadian National Railways. Port Arthur became the home of Lakehead University and 
was incorporated as a city in 1907. 

The history of the two cities, Port Arthur and Fort William is fascinating and has been an 
integral part of the thriving lake head area of Ontario. For 63 years after the 
incorporation of both cities there was continuous discussions regarding amalgamation 
and it wasn’t until a Bill was passed in the Provincial Legislature in May 1969 that the 
City of Thunder Bay beamed a reality on January 1, 1970. 

It is such a pleasure to be here for our Annual Session and I encourage all of you to 
enjoy the hospitality of our Thunder Bay hosts and do take advantage of the beautiful 
scenery and opportunities while you are here.

III. Bro. William Fairley, 33° 

III. Bro. William Fairley, 33° was born and educated in Edinburgh, Scotland and at a 
young age became an indenture apprentice with an engineering company. Before the 
outbreak of World War II, he was called to the Armed Forces and served with the 
R.E.M.E. from 1939 to 1946. Five of those years were spent in North Africa. After his 
discharge, he was employed in the glass industry from 1946 to 1952. In 1952 he and 
Rita came to Canada and in 1955 Bill was accepted as a Catechist by the Presbyterian 
Church of Canada, Following graduation from Knox Theological College and ordination 
to the Ministry of Word and Sacrament in 1961, he served pastorates in Thunder Bay, 
Kirkfield, Fenelon Falls and Westville, Nova Scotia. Rita and Bill retired to Cameron, 
Ontario after serving in Fenelon Falls for nineteen years. 

In all of Bill’s endeavours he had strong support from his wife Rita. Their commitment 
had endured the test of time until Rita passed away a few years ago. They were 
blessed with two daughters and five grandchildren. 

III. Bro. Fairley was raised in Shuniah Lodge No. 287, Port Arthur. He served as 
Worshipful Master of Victoria Lodge No. 398, Kirkfield in 1972 and 1981. He was First 
Principal of Midland Chapter No. 94, Royal Arch Masons, and at the time of his death 
was Senior General of Moore Conclave No. 15 in Peterborough. 

In Scottish Rite Freemasonry, Bill was a member of Peterborough Lodge of Perfection, 
Chapter of Rose Croix and Moore Sovereign Consistory, in Hamilton. He was coroneted 
an Honourary Inspector General in 1975 and was crowned an Active Member in St. 
John’s Newfoundland, in 1990. He was installed as Grand Prior that same year. He 
joined the Royal Order of Scotland in 1977. 

III. Bro. Fairley has the rare distinction of having been Grand Chaplain of the Grand 
Lodge of Canada, in the Province of Ontario, the Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons, 
Grand Prior of the Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry, and the Chaplain 
of the Royal Order of Scotland. This was indeed an impressive Masonic 
accomplishment. 

Bill was such a pleasure to know and to enjoy his points of view on spiritual, moral and 
world events and other topics of great interest. The Valley of Peterborough has been 
blessed with his presence for nearly thirty years and he became a friend and brother to 
many. 
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I first met William Fairley in 1996 on a bus in Calgary when we were at Supreme 
Council traveling to an event. A friendship immediately transpired and when I said I was 
being coroneted in Calgary and was from Nova Scotia, he told me about his time in 
Westville. Each year after that, we would seek each other out at Supreme Council and 
enjoy some precious time catching up on each other lives. I will miss Bill Fairley. 

III. Bro. Joseph Newcombe Fenton, 33° 

Joseph “Newc” Newcombe Finch was born on November 24, 1921 in Warrington, 
Lancashire, near Manchester. He immigrated to Canada with his family in 1928. He 
graduated from Delta Secondary School in Hamilton, Ontario and enrolled as a student 
in accounts with a Hamilton Chartered Accounting firm M I Long & Co. Upon receiving 
his designation, he entered into partnership with Mr. Maurice Ireland Long. The firm 
operated in Hamilton for a number of years as Fenton Swing and Co. 

In 1970, Newc met III. Bro. Harvey Doane, who at the time was the Sovereign Grand 
Commander of the A. & A.S.R. and also a partner in a regional Accounting firm called 
H. R. Doane & Co. in Halifax, Nova Scotia. The two Chartered Accountants negotiated 
a merger of the two firms and Newc remained as a partner in that firm until his 
retirement in 1984. Today that firm is called Grant Thornton, the forth largest firm in 
Canada. 

Newc was recognized by the Chartered Accounting profession and named as Fellow 
Charter Accountant in 1980. While articling with the accounting firm, Newc, who was an 
accomplished musician (tenor Sax and Clarinet) moonlighted with the Glen Allan Band 
- playing such gigs as the Alexandria and Willow Grove Gardens in the Hamilton area. 
It was while playing one of these engagements that Newc met Verva Grice and they 
were married on August 5 th of 1944 - according to Newc, “it was the hottest day of the 
year”. 

Newc and Verva enjoyed their summers at beautiful Lake Chamong in the 
Peterborough area. Newc could be found reading, boating, fishing and sipping on a 
Manhattan while smoking his pipe and watching the beautiful sunsets over the lake. 
They enjoyed each others company for 67 years until Newc’s death on March 30 th of 
this year. Newc and Verva had one child, Paul, who followed in his fathers footsteps. 
Paul is a C.A., past Master in the same lodge, Past M W S of the Hamilton Sovereign 
Chapter of Rose Croix., and an accomplished musician. 

In Masonry, V.W. Bro. J. Newcombe Fenton was a past Master of the Barton Lodge 
No.6, District Secretary of Hamilton Masonic District “A”, Past Commander in Chief of 
Moore Sovereign Consistory, Active Member of Supreme Council, Treasurer of the 
Supreme Council of A. & A.S.R. of Canada and Treasurer of the Scottish Rite 
Charitable Foundation of Canada. 

I had the pleasure of knowing Newc for 50 years. He played a major role in my 
personal and professional life and he was my first and only employer, my partner in the 
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accounting firm, my sponsor into Masonry, my Masonic Brother, my Mentor and my 
Friend. I cherish his memory. 


III. Bro. Clark Murray Gilmour, 33° 

III.-. Bro.-. Clark Gilmour was born on July 31, 1925 in Vancouver, B.C. As a youngster 
he moved with his family to New Zealand, returning to Canada as a young man. While 
in New Zealand, Clark served with the Royal New Zealand Air Force during World War 
II and learned the art of rugby which he played for many years. Upon his return to 
Canada he took up playing football, and later coached and refereed the game. He was 
a life-long fan of the B.C. Lions. An avid sportsman, he enjoyed other sporting pursuits 
including riding and caring for horses. 

The majority of Clark’s career was spent in the field of mediation, retiring from his 
position as Director of Mediation for the Province of British Columbia in 1987. During 
his career in this field, he was instrumental in settling a number of difficult labour 
disputes. 

Clark will also be remembered for his significant contributions to his community, 
including volunteering for Pastoral Care at Royal Columbian Hospital, serving as a 
Board member of his Church Committee, and being a foster dad to dogs rescued by the 
Little Paws Rescue Society. In addition, he gave of his time to various charitable 
causes through his membership in a number of Masonic Orders. In particular, he was a 
driver and Past Chairman of the Masonic Cancer Car Program, a founding member of 
the Masonic sponsored WE CAN HELP Safety Program, and a director of the Royal 
Arch Masonic Home Society. 

Clark’s Mother Lodge was Grandview Lodge #96 in Vancouver where he honed his 
Masonic principles and applied them to everything he did in his eventful life. III.-. Bro.-. 
Gilmour became M.W. Bro. Gilmour in 1995 when he was installed as Grand Master of 
the Grand Lodge of British Columbia. Clark was also an active member of the Royal 
Order of Scotland in Vancouver and Grand Secretary for the Grand Lodge of British 
Columbia and Yukon in the years 1999 through 2001. As well, Clark was a member of 
the Order of the Eastern Star, the Royal Arch Triple Tau Chapter and the Gizeh Shrine 
Temple, becoming Patrol Captain in 1978. 

Reflecting upon his recognition and support for the Masonic Family, Clark served as 
Associate Bethel Guardian for Job’s Daughters, Chapter Dad and Lower Mainland 
Governor of the Order of De Molay, receiving from that Order both the Cross of Honour 
and the Honorary Legion of Honour. An ardent member of Supreme Council of the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Canada, he devoted many valuable years to 
promoting and building the values of the Scottish Rite Order in his home jurisdiction. 

He joined Vancouver Lodge of Perfection on February 24, 1967 and received his 32° in 
B.C. Consistory on October 25, 1969. He was coroneted an Honorary Inspector- 
General of Supreme Council in Kingston, Ontario on September 14, 1995 and crowned 
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Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in Calgary, Alberta on September 14, 1996. He 
assumed Past Active rank in 2000. 

Clark passed to the Grand Lodge above on December 21 st , 2010. He was predeceased 
by his daughter Carol, and is survived by his wife, Sonia, two sons, Greg and Bradley, 
and seven grandchildren. 

Clark was a man who was as human as you and me. He dreamed big dreams, had a 
vision for all mankind, and hope for a better tomorrow. He will be remembered as a 
confidant to some, a mentor to many, and a friend to all. 

III. Bro. Edward George (Ted) Kerr, 33° 

Ted Kerr was born May 11 th , 1929 in Verdun and received elementary and secondary 
education in the City of Montreal. He joined the Canadian Pacific Railway in 1948 and 
he held various supervisory positions in the Rolling Stock section and the Mechanical 
Department. He retired in 1985 after 37 years of service. He served three years in the 
17 th Duke of York’s Royal Canadian Hussars Reserve Force and was a member of the 
Royal Canadian Legion. 

Brother Ted Kerr was initiated in Royalmount Lodge No. 117, GRQ on January 14 th , 
1958 and affiliated with Laurentide Lodge No 126 on February 9 th , 1978. He served as 
Worshipful Master of that Lodge in 1985. He was elected Junior Grand Warden of the 
Grand Lodge of Quebec in June 1991. He was a director of the Montreal High Twelve 
Club, the Masonic Foundation of Quebec, and the Masonic Club of Quebec. He was a 
Noble of Kamak Temple Ancient Arabic Order of Nobles of the Mystic Shrine, and he 
served as the Potentate’s Personal Aide in 1991. He was received in the Royal Order 
of Scotland in 1991. 

Brother Kerr received his 4 th degree in Hochelaga Lodge of Perfection, Montreal on 
September 29 th , 1980 and the 32 nd degree in Montreal Consistory, April 16 th , 1983. He 
served as Thrice Puissant Grand Master of the Hochelaga Lodge of Perfection, 1989- 
90. He was coroneted a 33° Honourary Inspector General September 12 th , 1991 and 
was crowned an Active Member September 11 th , 1993. He was appointed Grand 
Sword Bearer in 1994. 

III. Bro. Kerr died peacefully after a long illness on April 13 th , 2011. He is survived by his 
wife, Margaret and his sons, David and Gerald and a daughter Donna and by 
grandsons, Steven, Jeffrey, Ryan and Shane. 

III. Bro. Ross Alexander Wilson, 33° 

The Valley of Thunder Bay lost one of its valued members, Past Active Member Ross 
Alexander Wilson 33°, on June 7, 2011 after a long illness. 
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Ross was bom in Toronto on the 20th of March 1924. He was educated at Ridley 
College of the University of Toronto, with a subsequent Masters Degree at Lakehead 
University, and a Teacher Training qualification at Peterborough. During World War II 
he served in the R C N V R as a Gunner’s Mate at Cornwallis. As he told the story, his 
group “missed the boat” and he enjoyed designing obstacle courses for training 
purposes for the Navy. On October 4, 1958, Ross married Elizabeth Willes Chitty, who 
predeceased him on January 1st 2000. 

Ross is survived by his daughter, Lesley (Rev. Richard Willans), grandchildren Sharon, 
Ross, Andrew and Jennifer, all of Ireland. 

Ross worked for Timberjack in Northwestern Ontario, and eventually joined the staff of 
Hammarskjold High School, where he served for 23 years, retiring as Vice Principal. 

Ross was initiated in Shuniah Lodge 287 G.R.C. on June 16th 1953, passed September 
22, 1953 and raised January 26, 1954. He served as Worshipful Master in 1976, and 
was made a Very Worshipful in 1992. He received his 50 year Master Mason’s pin in 
2003. He joined the Valley of Fort William, February 21, 1955, Superior Lodge of 
Perfection, Nanna Bijou Chapter Rose Croix, April 5, 1955 and North Star Consistory, 
May 25, 1955. He served as C.I.C. of North Star Consistory from 1979 to 1981; 
T.P.G.M. from 1987-88. Ross was coroneted an H.I.G. 33° in 1982 at Fredericton, NB. 
He was made an Active Member of Supreme Council in 1991 at Thunder Bay, ON. In 
1999 at Niagara Falls, Ross went to Past Active status. Ross was also a member of the 
Royal Order of Scotland since 1992. Ross was very active in degree work in the Valley, 
in his younger years, and played King Solomon in the sixth degree for many years. He 
will be tremendously missed by the Valley of Thunder Bay.

John Ross Matheson Award 

This award is named after a beloved Scottish Rite Mason who has exemplified a 
commitment of distinguished service to the fraternity, his community, his country and 
mankind. 

Our Committee on Special Awards has the challenging task, of deciding who the 
finalists are, from nominations submitted by Valley’s across Canada. It is an opportunity 
for us to honour those who have proven to be “heroes” of our fraternity. 

I had the occasion to attend a Celebration for the life of John Ross Matheson, 33°, last 
November in Kingston, Ontario. It was a wonderful occasion and there were Masons 
and family and friends of III. Bro. Matheson there to celebrate and honour this great 
Freemason. I was asked to bring greetings from the Scottish Rite. Brother Matheson 
always enjoys telling stories of his outstanding life as a soldier, judge, public servant, 
and Freemason. This year the Medal will be presented to outstanding men who have 
made a great contribution to their Valley and communities: 

Supreme Council Work in Progress 

At last year’s Annual Supreme Council in Hamilton, I created two Ad Hoc Committees. 

One Under the Chairmanship of III. Bro. Robert L. Taylor, 33°, Deputy for Nova Scotia, 
Prince Edward Island, Newfoundland and Labrador, and members, III. Bro. Richard 
Brown, 33°, Lieutenant Grand Commander and III. Bro Thomas Lewis, 33°, Grand 
Treasurer, and III. Bro. Harold E. Crosby, 33°, PSGC, to review the cost analysis of 
annual Supreme Councils. III. Bro. Crosby had undertaken the task of providing the 
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Advisory Council with a breakdown of costs for the past 5 years. There were some 
alarming trends in the cost of meals/accommodations etc. and I felt we should take a 
closer look at these costs. 

A report was presented to the Advisory Council in April with the recommendation more 
control should be exercised over some of the major meal and receptions during 
Supreme Council. In this regard, there will be some restrictions placed on several 
events this year in Thunder Bay with the aim of lowering the overall cost to Supreme 
Council and the members. 

I have asked this committee to meet in July to discuss the possibility of presenting a 
proposal to the Supreme Council in Thunder Bay. The proposal would be to consider 
Supreme Council in 2013 taking place on a Maritime Cruise. There is a Travel 
company offering the facility and would outline all details of such a proposal. It of 
course would have to receive unanimous consent before any planning was to be 
undertaken. 

My thanks to the members of the Committee for their diligence and interest in 
scrutinizing the annual costs and the future planning of annual Supreme Council 
Sessions. 

It is my intention to have this important aspect before the Advisory Council and 
Executive annually to ensure unfavourable trends are not occurring and we operate as 
close to break even as possible. 

Two I asked III. Bro. Allard Loopstra to head a Committee to examine and review the 
Statutes Articles 10-17 regarding the entitlement for Honorary Inspectors General. At 
the annual Deputy meeting in Moncton last year the matter was brought forward, and in 
particular, the problem with smaller Valleys not being able to nominate candidates 
because of the 3% or 3.5% factor. Some of the smaller provinces have not been able to 
nominate because of declining membership. 

In setting up this Committee, the mandate was to review the entitlement process which 
has been in effect for several years, with a view to making some recommendation to 
satisfy the concerns of the Deputies, especially those in provinces where membership is 
smaller. 

III. Bro. Loopstra was given the authority to add to his Committee. He asked III. Bros. 
Terry McLean. 33°, Edward Standish, 33°, Robert Wands. 33°, and Robert Whitmore, 
33° to take part. 

The report of the Committee was presented to the Advisory Council in April and was 
very detailed as the Committee asked for feedback from Deputies, Actives and Past 
Active members. The Committee was unanimous there were two alternatives. One, 
being “no change” and two, being do away with the formula and let record be a 
determining factor. The Committee could not reach a unanimous decision on which 
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alternative to recommend. The Committee was unanimous is recommending not 
changing the formula and to ensure the requirements as laid down in the Statutes be 
followed. This does allow for Deputies in smaller Valleys to recommend candidates 
under the 3.5% allowance on an exception basis to the Sovereign Grand Commander. 

The Advisory Council studied the report in detail and felt it was not dealing with those 
small Valleys where there is no allowance even under the 3.5% rule. A Notice of Motion 
is being made at this Supreme Council session to allow Deputies to recommend on 
exception basis one member, per province, to allow nominations in those smaller 
Valleys. This would have to be approved by the Sovereign Grand Commander. The 
annual quotas are by province and in the case of Ontario, the three Deputies would 
have to meet and discuss the provincial quota. At the June Deputy Teleconference I 
outlined the action to be taken at the Annual Supreme Council Session and the 
Deputies were in favour of such a Motion. This will allow them to apply for special 
consideration in nominating an Honorary Member when the formula guidelines are 
restrictive. 

The Clarion 

The winter edition of the Clarion was distributed to members across Canada earlier this 
year. It was expanded in size and is a quality production. Many thanks to the Editor-in- 
Chief, Terry McLean who made it happen. We have added some quality advertising to 
help defray the cost of postage and from reports across the country; the latest edition 
was well received. 

When the idea of having a combined publication of the Scottish Rite and the Charitable 
Foundation was conceived, it was to reach all Scottish Rite Masons in Canada, and 
beyond. We have done this and it provides our members with stories and events which 
happen throughout the country. From the Charitable Foundation perspective, it allows 
us to tell about our research grants and the medical benefits and breakthroughs which 
result from those grants. 

It is also heart warming to hear the stories of our Learning Centre Graduates and the 
difference our tutoring program has made in their lives. 

We encourage Scottish Rite Masons across Canada to tell us the stories about 
successful Valley events. Remember, we can learn from each other and a new idea in 
Newfoundland could easily work in Thunder Bay or Vancouver. 

Terry has made copies of the Clarion available to Supreme Councils outside Canada 
and it very gratifying to receive congratulatory letters from many who have 
complimented us on such a fine publication. 

Look for the next edition of the Clarion this fall and show it to your friends and tell them 
you belong to this Scottish Rite family.

The major grants for research, which are offered each year, are assisting those highly 
skilled researchers in Universities and Hospitals throughout Canada. Their work in 
finding the causes of, and hopefully cures for, those troubling puzzles of the mind. In 
addition, Graduate Student Awards have been given to highly qualified applicants 
throughout Canada, and have helped those people in specialized research. I was 
fortunate on several occasions to present research grants and awards to some of these 
enthusiastic researchers and it was gratifying to hear how appreciative they are of our 
Foundation. Also, to hear from them the type of ground breaking research they are 
doing in the hope of finding cures or easing the discomfort of children and adults 
throughout our country. 
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In the past few years, the Foundation has made available to each of the Deputies, 
$1,000 grants which can be given to community and other projects, which certainly has 
enhanced the profile of our Foundation. This is an excellent opportunity for a Deputy to 
choose a worthwhile charity in the Province he is representing, and to talk about our 
Foundation and its esteemed history. As a Director I have encouraged this program 
and hopefully funds will be made available again to continue this program. 

The very successful Learning Centre program which commenced as a pilot in London, 
in 2003, now has 5 well established Centres, from Halifax to Vancouver. I am proud 
and honoured to be Chair of the Board of our Halifax Learning Centre. I also serve as a 
Board member of the Foundation and a member of the Learning Centre Committee. It 
has given me a feeling of pride and satisfaction as a Centre volunteer. Each of our 
Centres has, through the hard work of their Boards and volunteers, established a 
recognized and respected profile in each of the communities. The success rate is so 
very evident in the graduates from our Centres and how they have been able to manage 
their scholastic and personal lives as they enter the years of higher education. 

During the year all of the Learning Centres were incorporated as not for profit entities 
and now operate under a license agreement from the Foundation. This is a tremendous 
step forward and not only gives the Learning Centres the independence to operate but it 
protects our Foundations’ asset base. I commend the work done by all the Centres 
under the direction of the Executive Director, III. Bro. Harold E Crosby, 33°. 

I, as Sovereign Grand Commander, and a Volunteer, would like to say a personal 
“thank you” to each and every person, Board members, Centre Directors, Tutors, 
Parents and all volunteers. You can be very proud of your tireless efforts in making our 
Learning Centre program such an amazing success. I have been privileged to visit our 
Centres in my travels and the pride and satisfaction is evident in the smiles of those 
involved with Centre work. 

As Scottish Rite Freemasons we can all be proud of the success of our Charitable 
Foundation and it clearly shows in many Valleys across Canada with the active and 
successful fundraising which takes place. The recognition and appreciation of the 
charity work of the Foundation is widespread in Canada and truly enhances the profile 
of Scottish Rite. 

International Meetings 

England & Wales 100th Anniversary of 50 Duke Street 

I was invited to attend the 100 th anniversary of the Supreme Council of England & 
Wales 50 Duke Street location. Invited guests included Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, 
Ireland, Scotland, Cyprus, Finland, and Estonia. The special guests were present at a 
Chapter meeting and a 13 th degree demonstration for 1000 Scottish Rite members. A 
dinner in honour of the invited guests was given at Freemasons Hall. 
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Conference of Grand Masters of North America 


I have been given the opportunity, once, during my three year term to attend the North 
American Conference of Grand Masters. This year’s conference was in Denver, 
Colorado, and was attended by Grand Masters from United States, Canada, and many 
other countries. It gave me an opportunity to network with my peers from United States 
and with Grand Masters from many Canadian Provinces. During the conference I 
attended very worthwhile workshops with interesting content and ideas worth 
consideration. Our Grand Secretary General attended a Grand Secretary’s Conference 
in conjunction with the main conference and will report separately in his annual report. 
Many of our senior Grand Lodge officers in Canada belong to Scottish Rite and it 
allowed me to spend time with them and talk about Scottish Rite in Canada. 

130th Anniversary of the Supreme Council of Romania 

I was invited to attend the 130 th Anniversary of the Supreme Council of Romania, May 
19 th to 23 rd in Bucharest, Romania. Sovereign Grand Commanders from United States, 
Mexico, Guatamala, Dominican Republic, South Africa, Ivory Coast, and many 
European countries. The Sovereign Grand Commander of Romania had an exceptional 
program laid out for the visitors and I was indeed honoured to represent Canada on this 
happy occasion. The country has made great strides economically since 1990 and 
Scottish Rite Freemasonry is strong with good relations existing with their Grand Lodge. 

50th European Conference of Supreme Councils 

I accepted an invitation to attend the 50 th European Conference of Supreme Councils, in 
Madrid, Spain, from May 24 th to May 31 st . The Conference was very well attended with 
Sovereign Grand Commanders from 33 countries of the world. Canada was invited as 
an observer, however, the Conference delegates recognized me as President of the 
World Conference and I was given delegate status. The Conference theme was “Unity 
within the universality of the Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite”. The topic did spark a 
great deal of discussion as there are a number of European countries experiencing 
difficulties with relationships between Grand Lodges and the Scottish Rite. It was an 
opportunity for me to thank those Sovereign Grand Commanders who attended our 
World Conference in Toronto last year. While such conferences are not legislating 
bodies, it does give an opportunity to discuss common problems and establish strong 
international relationships. 

Order of DeMolay 

The Order of DeMolay is a premier youth organization teaching young men between the 
ages of 12 and 21 to be better persons and leaders. The Order is named after Jaques 
DeMolay, the 23 rd and last Grand Master of the Knights Templar. It was started over 80 
years ago in Kansas, Missouri. 
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There are areas of Canada where DeMolay is strong and has always had a presence. 
One of the difficulties in starting new Chapters is to find Masons who are willing to be 
leaders and counsel these young people. III. Bro. Bill Millett of the Valley of Moncton 
has been a strong advocator of the movement and has had great success in the 
establishment of new Chapters. There is no guarantee these young men will join our 
organization when they reach the age of 21, but the satisfaction is providing them with a 
way of life during their teens, that will have a lifelong influence on their character. 

Last year I set forth a challenge to all Valleys to seek out possibilities of starting a 
Chapter or doing some groundwork in finding interested men within our organization 
who might be willing to help. I set this same challenge out to you again as there is a 
dire need to get young men involved in this type of activity. Those men who have been 
DeMolay members say it has positively influenced their lives and have become better 
men as a result. 

Fraternal Relations 

My theme of “Working Together” really applies not only to within our Scottish Rite 
family, but all of Freemasonry. This means having strong fraternal relationships with all 
Supreme Councils we are in amity with, throughout the world, as well as Concordant 
bodies. Our World Conference held in Toronto last year was an excellent example of 
how our Supreme Council of Canada was able to host 30 countries of the world and 
establish long lasting relationships. 

Our Committee on Fraternal Relations, under the very able Chairmanship of III. Bro 
John V Lawer, 33°, PSGC, keeps informed with other Supreme Councils and other 
Masonic bodies throughout the world, and they in turn, advise me as Sovereign Grand 
Commander, with respect to that conduct. 

We are very fortunate to have III. Bro. John V Lawer, 33°, PSGC, heading this important 
Committee. III. Bro. John has up-to-date knowledge of the world Supreme Councils, and 
I personally thank him for his valued assistance to me and the Supreme Council over 
the past years. 

Conclusion 

This 137 th Annual Session in Thunder Bay is my second Session as Sovereign Grand 
Commander. To say the first year has gone by quickly is so true. In fact, the first 
decade of this exciting twenty first century is history. In the period of one year since the 
annual session Moncton I have visited many of our Canadian Valley’s and have made 
several international trips, which are detailed elsewhere in this report. 

Without sounding like a broken record, I must say again this year in my report, the 
reception and welcome afforded me by Valley members and friends during my visits 
was so heart warming and sincere. I have said on many, many occasions, wherever you 
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may travel and people of this organization gather together, they are the same, that is; 
friendly and warm. It says a lot for Freemasonry. 

I would like to give a word of credit for my Deputies across Canada. The Deputy is the 
front line person with their Valley’s and while we have put some restrictions on their 
travel, I know they are in touch with the key people in the Valley, helping and offering 
advice and counsel when they need it. When I travel with the Deputy it is very evident 
he knows the people and in every case they have made my visits so enjoyable and fun. 
My thanks to each of the Deputies for their tireless efforts and a special thanks to 
Maurice and Carl who will retire this year. 

This year I did not hold teleconferences in January as I felt there was not the need. We 
did have our regular June teleconferences with the Deputies and the Advisory Council. 
The purpose of these Conferences is to merely provide an up-date and a “warm up” for 
our Annual Session. 

The Advisory Council consists of the Sovereign Grand Commander, Past Sovereign 
Grand Commanders, Lieutenant Grand Commander, Grand Chancellor, Grand 
Secretary General and Grand Treasurer General was originally set up to meet twice a 
year in Hamilton or on other occasions as directed by the Sovereign Grand 
Commander. While the day-to-day business of Supreme Council is conducted by the 
Chief Operating Officer and staff, there are important business items which the Advisory 
Council can discuss and either approve or recommend to the Executive Session. The 
meetings are very worthwhile and keep the aforementioned officers apprised of all the 
Supreme Council business. The meetings are held in November and April and after the 
conclusion of the April meeting the Charitable Foundation Board of Directors meet.

Jim Seckington, 32°, had some health problems 
during the year and was not able to renew his contract for the coming year. I would like 
to personally than Jim for his contribution while serving in the capacity of COO and wish 
him and Pam well for the future. We are currently in search of a new Chief Operating 
Officer. 

My appreciation to Ms. Janey Smith, Ms. Sue Thompson and Mrs. Carol Burke of the 
Supreme Council office in Hamilton. They are always willing to answer not only my 
request but those from other officers and from Valley people across Canada. 

The Grand Secretary General, III. Bro. Terry McLean, 33° wears many hats and no 
matter which one he is wearing, the job is well done. There was an added pressure this 
year when Jim Seckington had to leave for health reasons and I know Terry has spent 
more time than usual in the Supreme Council Office. His role as Editor-in-Chief of the

SRCF President’s Report 

Another year in our Charitable Foundation History has come and gone. The year 
maybe gone, but our legacy in the work we do will be with us forever. What a privilege 
it is for us Scottish Rite Brethren to be able to make a difference in helping make this a 
better country and helping those in need. I thank all of you who have been in involved 
in the last year, whether it is through your charitable donations or through your 
volunteering at our Learning Centres. We are making a difference, and the Scottish 
Rite Fraternity in Canada can be proud. 

Your Board of Directors and our Executive Director of the Learning Centres, along with 
his committee continue to work hard in administering and managing the assets of the 
Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation of Canada and that of our Learning Centre Program 
within the guidelines, by-laws and charter of the Foundation. It is not always easy, and 
sometimes challenging, but we are blessed with a group of men that have the skill set 
and passion to execute the Foundation’s mandate year after year. 

This past year, we have finally completed our organizational transformation. All five 
existing Learning Centres (London, Windsor, Halifax, Vancouver, and Barrie) are now 
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all individually incorporated. Our Learning Centre Handbook has been updated and 
changed to reflect the new structure along with many of the other changes the Board of 
Directors felt necessary to ensure that Learning Centres are sustainable and operate at 
a high level of excellence. The Board is deeply indebted to III. Bro. Harold Crosby, 
Executive Director, Learning Centres and his committee for that work. We also want to 
thank the individual Learning Centres for their efforts in obtaining their individual 
incorporation status and embracing this change that was so necessary to protect the 
Foundation in the future and to ensure a more sustainable and efficient Learning Centre 
Program. 

There are three other Valleys that are presently working diligently on establishing a 
Learning Centre. They are Moncton, Calgary and Edmonton. This is not an easy task, 
and the Brethren involved are to be commended for their efforts and desire to make this 
happen. 

But as we continue to expand our Learning Centre Program, we as Scottish Rite 
Brethren should not forget our other very important initiatives in “solving puzzles of the 
mind”. A major initiative of the Foundation is to provide research grants of $35,000 
each in Biomedical Research into intellectual impairment especially as it affects children 
and the causes and cure of Alzheimer's disease. To continue to support these 
important initiatives, we need your ongoing financial support. I humbly ask all Scottish 
Rite Brethren to consider making a donation within your capabilities in our 2011/2012 
Masonic year. 

During the last year, we were blessed with many individual donations and two very large 
donations. One was a bequest for $564,000 and the other a donation of $35,000 from a 
Brother in memory of his wife who passed away as a result of Alzheimer’s. These are 
remarkable donations and are a tribute to the memory of those who passed away. 
These donations, as with all donations to our Foundation, are deposited in our Capital 
Account and it is only the investment income that is disbursed each year. In this way, 
your donations will always continue to make a difference. 

Regrettably, but understandably, our Treasurer III. Bro. George Benton is resigning from 
our Board of Directors this September. George is well known in Masonic circles in 
Ontario and has and continues to be involved in a great number of Masonic activities. It 
was time for him to lessen his work load. We appreciate and thank George for his many 
contributions to Masonry in general, and in particular to the Scottish Rite and it’s 
Foundation. 

In conjunction with Supreme Council, the Foundation was able to produce its third issue 
of its magazine, the Clarion. Under the direction of the Editor in Chief, III. Bro. Terry 
McLean, the magazine doubled in size and added advertisers to help defray the costs. 
We are grateful for Terry’s work in assisting Supreme Council and the Foundation in 
being able to communicate with it’s Scottish Rite Brethren across Canada. I hope you 
not only enjoy the contents of this magazine, but share it with your non Scottish Rite 
Brethren. 
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In closing, I thank my Board of Directors and Supreme Council office staff for their 
support and work in ensuring that our Foundation continues to make a difference since 
its conception in 1964.

Grand Treasurer-General’s Report 

GRAND TREASURER-GENERAL’S REPORT 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am once again pleased to present the Annual Financial Statements and the Auditor’s 
report for the year ended May 31, 2011, which will be published in the Annual 
Proceedings of this Session and draft copies of these financial statements, which were 
subsequently approved following a meeting with our auditors can be found in the 
“Preliminary Proceedings.” The Financial Statements constitute both a general and 
detailed report of all revenues and expenses during the year pursuant to Art. 28 (c) of 
the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council. 

The audited financial statements for Supreme Council for the year ended May 31, 2011, 
were reviewed and discussed in detail with our auditors Grant Thornton LLP, Chartered 
Accountants. For the year ended May 31,2011, your Supreme Council experienced an 
excess of revenue over expenses before unrealized gain (loss) on investments in 
the amount of $ 41,064 as compared to an excess of revenue over expenses in the 
amount of $ 79,260 for fiscal 2010. 

The statements of operations and the related schedules of expenses, which can be 
found in the “Preliminary Proceedings" present the results of operations for the year 
ended May 31, 2011 together with the comparative figures for the year ended May 31, 
2010 . 

The overall operations of Supreme Council compared extremely favourable to the 
budget adopted last year for fiscal 2011 (i.e. June 1,2010 to May 31,2011) whereby we 
budgeted for an excess of revenue over expenses before any adjustment for unrealized 
gains (loss) on investments in the amount of $ 41,000 and the actual as indicated above 
amounted to $ 41,064. 

The “swings" in Annual Session Costs (2011 expense of $ 33,849 vs. 2010 income of 
$ 2,928) continue to distort comparisons from year to year, despite the efforts of the 
Office of the Grand Secretary-General, the Grand Secretary-General and your Grand 
Treasurer-General to work with the various organizing committees. 

Overall revenues and expenses compared favourably to budget save the Annual 
Session cost. 
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Financial Instruments 


As indicated in the notes to the financial statements, effective June 1, 2008, the 
organization adopted the accounting and disclosure requirements of the CICA’s two 
new accounting standards, Section 3862, Financial Instruments Disclosures, and 
Section 3863, Financial Instruments - Presentation. 

Effective June 1, 2008, the organization also adopted the CICA’s new accounting 
standard, Section 1535, Capital Disclosures, which requires the disclosure of both 
quantitative and qualitative information that enables the users of financial statements to 
evaluate the entity’s objectives, policies and processes for managing capital. 

The new standard did not have a material effect on the financial statements. 

As a result of the foregoing policy, it was necessary to provide for an unrealized gain on 
investments in the amount of $ 30,668, which resulted in an overall excess of revenue 
over expenses of $ 71,732 (i.e. $ 41,064 + $ 30,668). 

Investments 


Our investment portfolios continue to be in the care of R. B. C. Dominion Securities and 
continue to perform relatively well despite the recent market volatility experienced over 
the past year as a result of European and American debt concerns and the recovery 
process of the American economy. I would recommend that they continue to be 
engaged for the ensuing year. The net value of the assets of the Supreme Council as 
at May 31,2011 consisting of cash on deposit and cash equivalents, investments at fair 
value together with amounts receivable, inventory and prepaid items, less liabilities for 
accounts payable and fees paid in advance totaled $ 1,703,454, as compared to 
$ 1,631,722 as at May 31,2010. 

Our investment income aggregated $ 68,566 for the year ended May 31, 2011 as 
compared to $ 49,476 in the prior year. The net gain on the disposal of investments 
during the year amounted to $ 13,434 as compared to net realized gains on the sale of 
investments in the prior year of $ 26,264. Your Trustees and investment advisors 
continue to work within the guidelines of the Supreme Council Investment Policy, 
whereby the portfolios are generally managed within a maximum of 70%/30% split of 
fixed income to equity investments. The details of the investment portfolios can be 
found in the Audited Financial Statements and in the Report of the Trustees. 

Note: Giving consideration to cash requirements during the past fiscal year, it was 
necessary to transfer from the General Investment Portfolio amounts aggregating 
$ 30,000 to fund operations. 

In accordance with Art. 28 (d) of the Statutes and Regulations, your Grand Treasurer- 
General has submitted a draft annual budget plan for the ensuing fiscal year i.e. June 1, 
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2011 to May 31, 2012, together with a five-year projection. These proposed budgets 
have been submitted to the Chairman of Audit and Finance and his committee for 
review and will be addressed in detail in due course and submitted for your approval. 

Actions During The Year 

In addition to the duties and responsibilities of the Grand Treasurer-General as outlined 
in the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your Grand Treasurer-General, 
Grand Secretary-General and Chief Operating Officer are in regular communication 
throughout the year with our representative at R.B.C. Dominion Securities to review the 
investment portfolio and its performance. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General and the Chief Operating 
Officer have met on a regular basis to review various matters in connection with the 
financial affairs of Supreme Council. As indicated above, we have also met with our 
Auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants to review their report and the year- 
end audited financial statements. A special thanks to our auditors Grant Thornton, 
Chartered Accountants, LLP for their overall assistance and interest during the year. 

Session Bookkeeping and Accounting 

On a trial basis, all bookkeeping and accounting relating to the holding of the Hamilton 
Session of Supreme Council was done in the office of the Grand Secretary-General in 
Hamilton. This decision to do so proved most effective and provided the results on a 
more timely basis. As a result, the Advisory Council at the recommendation of the 
Grand Treasurer-General has agreed to continue in this manner for all future sessions. 

Special Candidates Fund 

Once again, I am pleased to report that as a result of your confirmation to establish a 
Candidates’ Capital Fund, this new fund, as outlined in the audited financial statements 
received the initial seed money of $15,000 together with the contributions from the 
candidates and investment income over the past few years. The investment portfolio for 
this fund at fair value now aggregates $ 83,771 plus cash equivalents of $ 380 for a total 
of $84,151. 

This fund will increase with the contributions from this year’s class by approximately 
$ 5,700. From here on in, the joining fee as outlined in the Statutes and Regulations of 
Supreme Council of every new Honorary Inspector-General will include an amount of 
$150 or such amount as determined by Supreme Council from time to time. This 
amount will be invested in this Special Candidates’ Capital Fund. 

Again, It is suggested that when the fund becomes a meaningful amount, annually 
Supreme Council would withdraw say eighty-five (85%) percent of the income earned 
by the fund to assist with the financial operations of Supreme Council. The capital 
would remain in tact. Accordingly, each year the fund will increase by the fifteen (15%) 
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percent of the investment income retained in the fund, as well as the contributions made 
by the fees paid by the new Honorary Inspector-Generals. 

This recommendation, now implemented will provide an annual renewable source of 
capital in the future. 

2010 World Conference (Contingency) 

As indicated in note # 7 of the audited financial statements, our Supreme Council 
sponsored/hosted the 2010 Conference of Sovereign Grand Commanders of the 
various Supreme Councils throughout the world. This conference, which was held in 
Toronto in May 2010, was designed to be self-sustaining financially. However, it was 
projected that there would be a deficit ranging from $ Nil to $ 20,000 which our Supreme 
Council will be required to fund. 

During the 2011 fiscal year an expense associated with the Conference in the amount 
of $ 11,826 was paid and expensed accordingly. 

There is insufficient evidence to determine a reasonable estimate of the deficit 
remaining; therefore no provision for the liability has been recorded in the financial 
statements for the year ended May 31, 2011. I understand that there will be one 
additional cost relating to the Conference, which is to produce a copy of the 
Proceedings. The deficit i.e. the related cost will be recorded in the 2012 financial 
statements. It is projected that there will be further expense ranging from $ 5,000 to 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Recommendations 


Membership 

As Grand Treasurer-General, I believe that it is incumbent upon me to again bring the 
following information and recommendation to the Supreme Council. 

In common with many fraternal organizations, declining membership and the associated 
loss of per-capita revenue as a result thereof, continue to plague our Supreme Council. 

The declining membership ultimately necessitates increased per-capita assessments to 
meet ever-increasing costs, which in turn transfers the financial burden to the 
constituent bodies, which are experiencing the declining membership and the related 
financial hardships. 

The result is that we are in a continual downward spiral. 

Accordingly, as your Grand Treasurer-General, I would once again suggest that our 
Supreme Council give serious consideration to embarking on a cross-Canada 
membership drive, carefully orchestrated to raise membership awareness and to 
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establish new membership goals for each Valley. Naturally, such a program would 
require a dedicated team to design, implement and monitor the progress of the 
endeavour. This would no doubt necessitate the creation of new pamphlets and related 
membership material outlining Scottish Rite Masonry and the inherent value of 
membership in this time honoured fraternity. 

Shared Operating Costs 

In light of recent changes in the operations of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation, in 
that the Foundation no longer attends to the bookkeeping and accounting of the various 
learning centres and the related costs in connection therewith, I would suggest the 
Office of the Grand Secretary-General, the Grand Treasurer-General and 
representatives of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation meet to the review and 
resolve an equitable cost sharing formula between Supreme Council and the 
Foundation. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General lauds the efforts of the Office of the Grand Secretary- 
General and in particular III. Bro. T. McLean, who gathered the various entities, who 
meet in the Scottish Rite Building in Hamilton to discuss and establish a variety of cost 
sharing measures to bring economic savings to all concerns. I understand that this will 
be an ongoing process in the future. 


Conclusion 


In closing, I would once again wish to record a word of appreciation to all the Supreme 
Council staff for their loyal support throughout the year. And to all the Supreme Council 
brethren who have conscientiously applied fiduciary accountability in helping Supreme 
Council keep expenditures to budget. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General acknowledges the work and efforts of III. Bro. James 
Seckington, 32° former Chief Operating Officer and Ms. Janey Smith, of the Office of the 
Grand Secretary-General. 

Again, a special word of thanks to III. Matthew F. Todd, 33°, Sovereign Grand 
Commander, III. Bro. Richard Brown, 33°, Lieutenant Grand Commander, 33°, III. Bro. 
Terry McLean, 33°, Grand Secretary-General and again III. Bro. James Seckington, 32°, 
Chief Operating Officer and the office staff at Supreme Council for all their assistance 
during the past year to the Grand Treasurer-General.

1. Purpose of the organization 

The Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada (“Supreme Council”) is a not-for-profit organization which serves as the central 
administrative body for Scottish Rite Freemasonry across Canada. 


2. Summary of significant accounting policies 
Cash and cash equivalents 

Cash and cash equivalents include cash on hand and balances with banks and brokerage 
firms. 

Capital assets 

Equipment purchases which are significant are recorded at cost and amortization is provided 
on a straight-line basis over the assets' estimated useful lives. 

Revenue recognition 

The organization follows the restricted method of accounting for contributions. Restricted and 
unrestricted contributions are recognized as revenue in the year received or receivable. 

Dues income is recognized on the accrual basis of accounting. 

Fundraising revenue from events is recognized in the year of the event. 

Investments 

Investments are stated at fair value. Fair value is an estimate of the amount of consideration 
that would be agreed upon in an arm’s length transactions between knowledgeable, willing 
parties who are under no compulsion to act. Market values are determined using listed market 
values. 

Financial instruments 

Financial instruments classified as held-for-trading are measured at fair value with changes in 
fair value recognized in the statement of operations. Financial assets classified as held-to- 
maturity or as loans and receivables and financial liabilities not classified as held-for-trading are 
measured at amortized cost. Available-for-sale financial assets are measured at fair value.

The preparation of financial statements in accordance with Canadian generally accepted 
accounting principles requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the 
reported amounts of assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at 
the date of the financial statements and the reported amounts of revenues and expenditures 
during the reporting period. Where estimation uncertainty exists, the financial statements have 
been prepared within reasonable limits of materiality. Actual results could differ from those 
estimates.

7. Contingency 

The Council sponsored the 2010 Wold Conference of Sovereign Grand Commanders of the 
various Supreme Councils throughout the world. The conference, which was held in Toronto in 
May, 2010, was designed to be self-sustaining financially. In 2011, the Council paid for a deficit 
in the amount of $ 11,826. It is projected there will be further expenses ranging from $ 5,000 to 
$ 10,000 which the Council will fund. There is insufficient evidence to determine a reasonable 
estimate of the amounts; therefore no liability has been recorded in the financial statements. 


8. Capital management 

The Supreme Council considers its investments as capital and its capital management 
objective is to establish a strong investment base for future growth and to ensure future working 
capital needs are met. The Council has no externally imposed capital requirements. 


9. Financial instruments 

The value of a financial instrument can be affected by changes in interest rates, foreign 
exchange rates, equity and commodity prices and credit spreads. 

Market risk 

Market risk is the potential for loss from changes in the value of financial instruments. 

The Supreme Council is exposed to market risk in the investment portfolio as well as through 
non-trading activities. Market risk in investment activities is managed by the senior 
management of Supreme Council and every investment transaction is guided by policy and 
regulatory limitations.

As at May 31,2011, if GIC prices had increased or decreased by 10%, the effect on the assets, 
with all other variables held constant, would be approximately $ 113,598. If equity prices had 
increased or decreased by 10%, the effect on the assets, with all other variables held constant, 
would be approximately $ 42,879. If mutual fund prices had increased or decreased by 10%, 
the effect on the assets, with all other variables held constant, would be approximately $ 9,139. 

Interest rate risk 

The interest rate risk is the risk that arises from fluctuations in interest rates and the degree of 
volatility of these rates. The organization does not use derivative instruments to reduce its 
exposure to interest rate risk. 

Liquidity risk 

Liquidity risk is the risk that the organization cannot meet a demand for cash or fund obligations 
as they come due. Liquidity risk also includes the risk of not being able to liquidate assets in a 
timely manner at a reasonable price. Management manages liquidity risk and monitors the 
cash and funding needs on a daily basis. 


10. Related party transactions 

During the year, Supreme Council paid and charged back the salaries and employment taxes 
for the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. These transactions are in the normal course of 
business and measured at the exchange amount, which are the actual amounts paid. Scottish 
Rite Charitable Foundation is a not-for-profit organization whose board and directors are 
members of the Supreme Council.

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 


The duties and responsibilities of the Board of Trustees of this Supreme Council 
can be found in Article 35 of the Statutes and Regulations of the Supreme 
Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Accordingly, we submit the following report in connection therewith. 

Your Board of Trustees reports that as at May 31, 2011, the net assets under its 
charge totaled $ 1,703,454 compared to $ 1,631,722 as at May 31, 2010. The 
increase in the net assets in the amount of $ 71,732 is represented by an 
operating excess of revenue over expenses of $41,064 plus a year end 
adjustment for unrealized gain on investments in the amount of $ 30,668 for a net 
excess of revenue over expenses in the amount of $ 71,732. 

During the last fiscal year, securities matured or were sold with the result that 
Supreme Council realized a net capital gain of $ 13,434 [ 2010 - $ 26,264 ] 
together with investment income of $ 68,566 [ 2010 - $ 49,476 ]. The total of 
investment income and net capital gains realized in the amount of $ 82,000 [ 
2010 - $ 75,740 ] was $ 3,000 short of the budgeted amount of $ 85,000. 

The Supreme Council investment portfolios aggregated $ 1,636,707 at market 
value as at May 31, 2011. Note, additional investment cash is included in the 
cash and cash equivalents, which represents residual cash in the broker’s 
accounts of the General Investments and the Special Candidates’ Fund in the 
amounts of $ 64,314 and $ 380 respectively for a total of $ 64,694. Thus 
bringing the total of the investment portfolios to $ 1,720,858 as at May 31, 2011 
as compared to $ 1,632,341 as at May 31, 2010. The cash on hand as at May 
31, 2011 was the result of a security maturing right at the year end. These funds 
were subsequently re-employed after the year end.

Your Trustees and our investment advisor R.B.C. Dominion Securities continue 
to work within the guidelines of the Supreme Council Investment Policy, whereby 
we manage the portfolio generally within a maximum 70% / 30 % split of fixed 
income to equity securities. Information provided by R B.C. Dominion Securities 
indicates that for the year June 1, 2010 to May 31, 2011 the rate of return on the 
Supreme Council investment portfolios was 6.75%. Considering that the 
maximum equity weighting is 30% and the balance of the portfolio must be in 
government guaranteed instruments with a single “A“ rating or higher corporate 
bonds, the year was very successful. 

Bonds are currently yielding 2.94% for the ten year government of Canada 
bonds. We anticipate that rates will begin to move upwards and therefore 
continue to recommend a short maturity weighting in the portfolio. There is very 
little incremental pick up in the yield by going out beyond five years. We are able 
to increase the bond yield in the portfolio by being active buyers in the secondary 
G.I.C. market. The return in the equity potion of the portfolio exceeded 15% for 
the year. Positions for the most part are in the financials and energy sectors. 
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We would also advise that all securities were held in accordance with the 
requirements of ART.35 [b] of the Statutes and Regulations and the income there 
from is paid to the Supreme Council on request except for investment income 
earned on the Special Candidates’ Fund, which is internally restricted until such 
time as the fund balance and investment income there-from become more 
meaningful. 

We continue to be pleased with the services of R.B.C. Dominion Securities and 
the overall performance of the portfolios despite the market volatility experienced 
as a result of European and American debt concerns. We would like to express 
our thanks to Mr. Richard te Boekhurst of R.B.C. Dominion Securities for his 
assistance and interest. Accordingly, we would recommend the continuing 
engagement of this firm to administer the Supreme Council Investment portfolio.

Don 
had been for many years an Active Member of Supreme Council and more 
recently, the Deputy for Ontario. 

The Valley also had a special day to commemorate the Honourable John Ross 
Matheson.

Over the last year great steps were taken to ensure that the Valley records are 
now reconciled with those of Supreme Council. At the same time the main 
database containing Valley records is still running under Windows98/Dbase IV 
for computational and reporting requirements. However, a new database was 
established to allow for analysis by the treasurer and to provide mailing 
information for Supreme Council. 

The Valley notes that collection of Annual Dues still remains a major problem 
with about 33% outstanding as at April 30, 2011. Fixed income in an aging 
membership seems to be the most prevalent reason/excuse. 

Given the declining membership in the Valley it is noteworthy that there is a 
Membership Attraction Committee. Over 30 members have shown interest in 
performing a Degree in a Craft Lodge. The Degree Team’s first performance 
was a MM Degree at Chaudiere Lodge, Ottawa District 2. Extremely well 
performed and much appreciated by Craft Lodge members. Future plans are 
being formulated for Annual Master Masons nights, to be hosted by Craft 
Lodges, through which we hope to attract more Masons to The Scottish Rite.

Membership is open to all Masons. 

The Valley of Ottawa has started the preliminary research and analysis regarding 
the possibility of creating a Learning Center for Dyslexic Children in Ottawa. 

The Valley has created a number of new committees: 

1) Ad Hoc Committee for Strategic Long Range Planning in the Valley of 
Ottawa (includes the 3 Principal Officers) 

2) Ad Hoc Committee for Officer Succession Planning in Lodge, Chapter and 
Consistory (including 3 Principal Officers). 

Both of these committees are under the leadership of III. Bro. Sam 
Kalinowsky. 

3) In addition, a Web Page Committee has been struck to review existing 
practice with modifications to be initiated so that it becomes a more useful 
mechanism for communications in the Valley of Ottawa.

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The Toronto Grand Lodge of Perfection Spring Reunion had 25 candidates and 
was held on Thursday, May 5 with the conferral of the 4° and 5° and on 
Saturday, May 7 with the 7°, 13° and 14° being portrayed. At the luncheon (with 
over 80 brethren present) the guest speaker was III. Bro. Keith Trotman, 33°, 
Prince Hall Masonry.

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers & Brethren: 

I hereby submit my annual report on the Scottish Rite Valleys of the Province of 
Quebec for the year ended May 31, 2011. 


A Very Special Event 

On the morning of December 1 st , 2010, I had the honour and pleasure, albeit 
under very stormy and rainy skies, to receive our Sovereign Grand Commander, 
III. Bro. Matthew F. Todd, 33°, and I drove him through some of the interesting 
sites of Montreal. That night, he opened a meeting of the Supreme Council with 
the Inspectors-General in attendance and presented a dispensation to open a 
new Consistory working in French, Le Consistoire du Phenix, s.d. He took part 
in, and presided the installation of its new officers, the new Commander-in-Chief 
designated being III. Brother Rejean Laframboise who had just received his 33° in 
September. It was a great evening, full of promises, as it completed the cycle 
started in 1998, when the first French body of the Valley of Montreal, La Loge de 
Perfection Fleur-de-Lys, had received its own dispensation. The next day, with 
III. Bro. James Ross, 33°, Active member, we drove our Sovereign Grand 
Commander to Quebec City where he made his official visit to the brethren of the 
Valley of Quebec and had the opportunity to discuss the challenges facing the 
Rite in this area. He also presented personally his second major grant to a 
researcher of Laval University. Back home the next day, we had a great time 
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acquainting the Sovereign Grand Commander with the very typical West Island 
lakeshore area before driving him back to Dorval Airport, under a shining sun this 
time. 


Visitations 

On October 14, 2010, I represented our Sovereign Grand Commander at the 
Annual Banquet of the Quebec Provincial Grand Chapter of the Eastern Star. On 
the 30 th of April of this year, in the company of III. Bro. Philippe Decelles, 33°, 
Past Deputy for QC, I drove to Ottawa and attended the Memorial Service held in 
memory of III. Bro. Ted Kerr, Past Active in Quebec and Past Officer of the 
Supreme Council. Our Grand Master, III. Bro. Donald Ross, 33°, III. Bro. James 
Ross, 33° Active Member, and III. Bro. Brian Herridge, 33°, and his lady were 
also present. On May 28, I brought greetings on behalf of the Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite and its Sovereign Grand Commander during the Annual 
Communication of the Grand Lodge of Quebec. I am proud to announce that, on 
that occasion, III. Bro. Paul Mailhot, 32°, and III. Bro. Jean Reed, 33°, were 
respectively elected and installed as Grand Master and Deputy Grand Master. 
Unfortunately, I could not attend the Annual Communication of the Grand 
Chapter of the Royal Arch Masons of Quebec this last year. Finally, on Saturday 
June 11 next, at the suggestion of our Grand Secretary-General, I intend to join a 
delegation of Knights of the Sovereign Priory of Canada on their annual 
pilgrimage to the grave site in Mount Royal Cemetery of III. Lt. Colonel Bro. W. J. 
B. MacLeod Moore, 33°, common founder of our two organizations, who died in 
1890. A short memorial service will be held. 


Grants from the Foundation 

During the month of November, I personally presented all remaining four grants 
destined to nominees within the Province of Quebec. I met the three continued 
major grant recipients at my office. The Deputy award of $1,500 was remitted to 
Mr. Gilles Cloutier, president of the Groupe de Releve pour Personnes Apha- 
siques (G.R.P.A.), himself a victim of aphasia. This group offers immediate relief 
to persons struck with aphasia during the early stages of recuperation, usually 
after a major trauma, when, most of the time, they are totally incapable of 
communicating with others. This took place at the occasion of the March 24 
regular meeting of Le Chapitre de R+C du Mont Real. Also present were Mrs. 
Francine Lavallee and her husband, III. Bro. Vito Bucari, 32°, who both played a 
major role in the revival of this benevolent organization in the City of Laval. 


Dispensations 
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I did not issue any formal dispensation during the course of the last year, except 
to allow the ceremony of Relighting the Lights to take place on the Monday 
following Easter Day, for both the Valleys of Quebec and Montreal. 


The Work 

In Montreal, generally, the work was of very good quality. However, especially in 
the French bodies, delivering the ritual by heart was often poor, happily with 
some brilliant exceptions. I had to stress the importance of well learned ritual 
work personally to each of the presiding officers. I received assurances to the 
effect that special efforts will be made forthwith in this respect. With the new 
Consistory coming on board, a special effort was made this year again to interest 
a number of young brethren to take part in the degrees. The 30° was presented 
for the first time in French on April 28. A lot of work went into it, and I praised the 
resolve and hard work involved in doing so, and the impressive number of new 
participants. We had good classes this year again, and just like last year, a 
highlight was the excellent and impeccable portrayal of the 14° in English. 

The Montreal Sovereign Consistory continued to experience major difficulties 
during this last year. Health problems afflicting some key players were again 
omnipresent. Despite this situation, a rally took place on May 16, when with the 
help of the Consistoire du Phenix s.d. opening and closing the evening in the 32°, 
the 31° was very well presented under the direction of its Past Commander-in- 
Chief, III. Bro. Opkar Sandhu, 33°. The 32° is now scheduled for next fall, in 
French. The situation looks much better for the coming year, as III. Bro. Opkar 
Sandhu, 33° will be again at the helm of the Consistory and III. John De Sevigne, 
32°, Immediate Past Most Wise Sovereign and III Bro. Victor Oustwani, 32°, 
Immediate Past Thrice Puissant Grand Master have also been elected 
respectively to the positions of 1 st and 2 nd Lieutenant Commander. Thanks to 
those pillars of the Valley, I am very confident that normal activities will resume 
fully during the coming Masonic year. 

I am grateful to the Sovereign Grand Commander who has accepted my 
application to raise the Valley of Montreal entitlement percentage again this year, 
so that we could proceed with at least one nomination for Honorary Inspector- 
General. 

As far as the Valley of Quebec is concerned, I await some positive action to turn 
around the recurring situation of poor recruitment being achieved. 


Appreciation 

I wish to mention that we had a close call when our Active member for Quebec, 
III. Bro. James Ross, 33°, underwent an emergency triple by-pass operation in 
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early May. He fortunately recuperated with an amazing speed and we wish him 
all the best. Jim is an active source of wisdom and a peacemaker in our Valley 
of Montreal and I appreciate every minute of his presence by my side. I also 
wish to thank all Presiding Officers and the Grand-Secretaries of both Valleys in 
this Province, the Chairman of the Executive Committee of the Valley of 
Montreal, all Inspectors-General who were actively involved within our provincial 
jurisdiction, as well as the Grand Secretary-General, the Chief Operating Officer 
and their devoted staff in Hamilton for all the assistance and the on-going support 
they provided me in the discharge of my mandate. 

I hereby file this, my report and I would ask that it be accepted by this Council.

Report of the Deputy For 

Saskatchewan 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

It is my privilege and pleasure to submit this report on the condition and activities 
of the Scottish Rite Valleys in Saskatchewan for the year ending May 30, 2011, 
in accordance with Art. 26(d) of the Statues and Regulations. 

During the course of the year, Scottish Rite Freemasonry was saddened by the 
death of III. Bro. Nicholas Melymick, who passed away on February 16, 2011. 
Bro. Melymick was a great supporter of the Masonic family. He was Worshipful 
Master of Victory Lodge 144 in Saskatoon in 1959. He was a Past DDGM of the 
Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan. He was an active member of the Royal Order of 
Scotland and a member of the WaWa Shrine. Nick was an outstanding ritualist, 
particularly in the Scottish Rite. Nick recited "In Flanders Fields" at the 
Remembrance Day Ceremony at SaskPlace in Saskatoon for many years. 
When Nick became ill, the great honour was never given to anyone else because 
his delivery from memory was so unique and poignant. 


Valley Of Moose Jaw 
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The Moose Jaw Lodge of Perfection and the Alexander Sheppard Chapter of 
Rose Croix continue to have difficulties. They have cancelled some of their 
meetings and have decided to amalgamate with the Valley of Regina. 
Committees have been formed in both Valleys, meetings have been held, and it 
is now up to the Valley of Moose Jaw to make the last formal step. The Valley of 
Moose Jaw has citied older members passing away and not being able to recruit 
new members as the reason for their demise. This is the smallest Valley in 
Saskatchewan and they have been in trouble for some time.

Fairley has the rare distinction of having been Grand Chaplain of the 
Grand Lodge of Canada, in the Province of Ontario, the Grand Chapter of Royal 
Arch Masons, Grand Prior of the Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry and the Chaplain of the Royal Order of Scotland. This was indeed 
an impressive Masonic accomplishment. 


Bill was such a pleasure to know and to enjoy his points of view on spiritual, 
moral and world events and other topics of great interest. The Valley of 
Peterborough has been blessed with his presence for nearly thirty years and he 
became a friend and brother to many. 
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I first met William Fairley in 1996 on a bus in Calgary when we were at Supreme 
Council traveling to an event. A friendship immediately transpired and when I 
said I was being coroneted in Calgary and was from Nova Scotia, he told me 
about his time in Westville. Each year after that, we would seek each other out 
at Supreme Council and enjoy some precious time catching up on each other 
lives.

Joseph “Newc” Newcombe Finch was born on November 
24, 1921 in Warrington, Lancashire, near Manchester. He 
immigrated to Canada with his family in 1928. He 
graduated from Delta Secondary School in Hamilton, 
Ontario and enrolled as a student in accounts with a 
Hamilton Chartered Accounting firm M I Long & Co. Upon 
receiving his designation, he entered into partnership with 
Mr. Maurice Ireland Long. The firm operated in Hamilton 
for a number of years as Fenton Swing and Co. 

In 1970, Newc met III. Bro. Harvey Doane, who at the time 
was the Sovereign Grand Commander of the A. & A.S.R. 
and also a partner in a regional Accounting firm called H. R. Doane & Co. in 
Halifax, Nova Scotia. The two Chartered Accountants negotiated a merger of the 
two firms and Newc remained as a partner in that firm until his retirement in 
1984. Today that firm is called Grant Thornton, the forth largest firm in Canada. 

Newc was recognized by the Chartered Accounting profession and named as 
Fellow Charter Accountant in 1980. While articling with the accounting firm, 
Newc, who was an accomplished musician (tenor Sax and Clarinet) moonlighted 
with the Glen Allan Band - playing such gigs as the Alexandria and Willow Grove 
Gardens in the Hamilton area. It was while playing one of these engagements 
that Newc met Verva Grice and they were married on August 5, 1944 - 
according to Newc, “it was the hottest day of the year”. 

Newc and Verva enjoyed their summers at beautiful Lake Chamong in the 
Peterborough area. Newc could be found reading, boating, fishing and sipping 
on a Manhattan while smoking his pipe and watching the beautiful sunsets over 
the lake. They enjoyed each others company for 67 years until Newc’s death on 
March 30 of this year. Newc and Verva had one child, Paul, who followed in his 
fathers footsteps. Paul is a C.A., past Master in the same lodge, Past M W S of 
the Hamilton Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix., and an accomplished musician.

The majority of Clark’s career was spent in the field of 
mediation, retiring from his position as Director of Mediation for the Province of 
British Columbia in 1987.

Malcolm Berry was born in Bury, Lancashire, England, 26 
July 1942. He attended Bury Grammar School for Boys 
1950-1960 where he was appointed Deputy Head Boy 
and was captain of the 1 st XV rugby team. He went on to 
attend University College Swansea, South Wales, 
graduating in 1964 with a BSc (Hons) in Geology. He was chairman of the 
University Geological Society and Head Student of Men’s Hall of Residence. 
Following graduation and teaching geology and geography at the Derby School, 
Bury, he immigrated to Canada in 1965 to take up post-graduate studies at 
McGill University, Montreal, where he received his MSc degree, also in Geology.

The principles and tenets of Freemasonry 
overlapped his business, personal and family life. 

Bob left to morn his wife of 68 years, Norma and his 
children, Blair (Valerie), Judy (Terry), Craig (Lorraine), 
Kendal (Deborah) and Patricia (Ken). He is also survived by his elder sister, 
Elizabeth Carr (Jack) and his younger sister, Catherine. 

Reesor was born in Toronto and moved to Winnipeg in 1920 where he attended 
Robert H Smith and Kelvin High Schools. At 16 he met his sweetheart for the 
next 75 years, Norma. He attended Oueens University but his studies were 
interrupted when he enlisted in the Army in 1940 and received his commission as 
2 nd Lieutenant. He and Norma were married in 1942 and shortly after Reesor 
went overseas as a reinforcement officer for the Winnipeg Rifles and then 
transferred to the mortars of the Saskatoon Light Infantry with the First Division in 
Sicily. He also saw service with the Lome Scots in Italy, Germany, Belgium and 
Holland. 

Reesor entered business following the war as an insurance agent for Great West 
Life, Commercial Insurance Agencies, Bingeman Insurance Agencies, Armstrong 
and Taylor and retired in 1979 as the Winnipeg Manager of Mercantile 
Department at Reed Shaw Stenhouse. 

Reesor followed his father’s example and commenced his Masonic career by 
joining a lodge (The Assiniboine) in 1959 and served as Worshipful Master in 
1972.

The Canadian Cancer Society recognized 
this contribution and awarded Reesor in 1993 with their highest award, the Gold 
Award for Volunteer Services. The Masons of Manitoba created the J.E. Reesor 
Bingeman Medal Cancer Driver Award, which is now presented to all drivers with 
five years or more service. Another program Reesor started is named the 
C.O.M.E.L.Y. program. This is an acronym for Calling on Masons of Every 
Lodge Yearly. This program is used to keep a lodge informed of a brother who 
does not reside in Manitoba. A contact is made with the brother by members of 
another Grand Lodge and reported back to the originating lodge. As Grand 
Secretary he had occasion to assist a family that had a family member die in 
Manitoba. Reesor assisted this American family to such an extent that they 
made a significant contribution to the Grand Lodge of Manitoba that it became 
the foundation of our Master’s Fund that assists in offsetting the operating 
expenses of Grand Lodge. 

Reesor was a man that many of us will not have the opportunity to view again on 
this earth. 


ILL. BRO. FREDERIC RAY BRANSCOMBE, 33° 

III. Bro. Frederic Ray Branscombe 33° passed away on 
July 13, 2010. Fred was born in Moncton, New Brunswick 
on June 4, 1914 to Ada (who was an elementary school 
teacher before her marriage) and Arthur (a newspaper 
editor). Fred’s brother, John, who was to become a 
Baptist minister, had been born 5 years earlier. Fred 
attended Aberdeen School in Moncton and First Baptist 
Church where he was baptized at the age of nine. 


The family moved to Toronto in 1926 where Fred went to Jarvis Collegiate and 
was editor of the yearbook, The Magnet. He graduated from University College 
(UofT) with an honours degree in English and History in 1937. That same year, 
he edited the Torontonensis yearbook. He graduated from the Ontario College of 
Education, Toronto in 1938 specializing in English and History. Fred studied at 
New York University for his Masters and earned his PhD in 1969 at the age of 55 
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in the field of Communication In Education. Fred was a teacher in Ontario 
Secondary schools from 1938 to 1964 (except for 1942-1946) and was the 
coordinator of Educational Media Resources for the Board of Education of the 
City of North York from 1965 until his retirement in 1975. Fred was a lecturer in 
summer school courses in the Colleges of Education in Canada and Wales. He 
was appointed a Fellow of the College of Teachers and served as President of 
the Canadian and International Educational Media Association. 

Fred attended the opening service of Yorkminster Baptist Church in Toronto in 
1928 as a boy of 14. On April 7, 1929, he became a member Yorkminster and 
continued to be for over 81 years. He taught in the Sunday School, ushered at 
both morning and evening services and served as a Deacon from 1955 and was 
a Life Deacon of the church, an honour bestowed on only a few.

Jean-Luc was proud to recall having met with The Duke of Windsor and the 
Duchess who travelled aboard his ship from the Bahamas towards the USA 
around April 1945. 



So when he retired, he organized a group to build a memorial to the 
memory of all those Merchant Marine Quebec Seamen who had 
prematurely died at sea during the 1939-45 War. The monument was 
inaugurated in Quebec City in September 2002 under the 
Chairmanship of Her Excellency, The Right Honourable 
Adrienne Clarkson, then Governor General of Canada. There 
were approximately 600 people amongst which were many 
former seamen from the Canadian Merchant Marine to witness 
the unveiling of the Memorial. 260 names are engraved on the monument. 
September 3, is the National Day of the Canadian Merchant Marine War 
Veterans. It was on September 3, 1939 that the first Canadian Merchant Ship 
was sunk by a German torpedo. Altogether, it took 55 years to get the Canadian 
Government to grant the status of war Veteran to our Merchant Marine Seamen. 
During WWII, more than 1,600 Canadian seamen died at sea, 267 of which were 
from the Province of Quebec.
